Following closely on the withdrawal of 
R. A. Jackson from his many official 
posts with the Rock Island system be- 
cause as was learned vesterday of a dis- 
agreement with D. G. Reid over a busi- 
ness tranaction, a report was circulated 
in Wall Street yesterday that control of 
the whole Rock Island situation had defi- 
nitely passed from the hands of Judge 
William H. Moore and Daniel G. Reid 
and their associates to a foreign syndi- 
yeate. This report was said on authority 
the day to be exaggerated, al- 
though a group of French capitalists have, 
it was learned, recently obtained a large, 
although by no means a controlling, inter- 
est in the stock of the Rock Island Com- 
pany. 

Authoritative statements made yester- 
day regarding the resignation of Mr. Jack- 
s0n from the Presidency of the Rock Isl- 
and Company and from the other places 
which he held with the Rock Island sys- 
tem, tended to set at rest the sugges- 
tions at first advanced that the with- 
drawal of Mr. Jackson, who had been 
nominated to the posts which he recent- 
ly held, by Mr. Reid, reflected the dis- 


_ pleasure of Mr. Reid's associates over the 
part which he is alleged to have had in the 
-recent flurry in Rock Island.

change of the Exchange members of 5S. B. 
Chapin & Co., through which firm the or- 


@ers in Rock Island were distributed on

The disagreement was not a company 
affair, according to this version, but was 
an entirely personual issue between Mr. 
‘Reid and Mr. Jackson. Interest in the 
split between the former President of the 
Rock Island and D. G. Reid, one of the 
strongest powers in the company, was 
‘the more surprising to the Street because 
‘of the close relations which have hitherto 
existed between the two men. Mr. Jac-

mond, Ind., and have been warm friends 
traveling together in Europe 
‘and being closely c%sociated in carrying 
out of some of Mr. Reid’s market oper- 
ations.

KNOX PLAN OPPOSED. 


Most of the St. Petersburg Papers 
Against Manchuria Proposal.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 13.—All sece 
tions of the Russian press have now 
given their opinion on the proposed 
neutralization of the Manchurian rail- 
ways. The disapproval expressed by 
the Novoe Vremya is emphatically in- 
dorsed by an overwhelming majority 
of its contemporaries. 

Well informed diplomatic circles be- 
lieve the American proposal may hasten 
Russia and 
Japan, which has long been maturing, 
for the commercial development of 
their joint railway and economic in- 
terests in Manchuria. The conference 
of Japanese and Russian railway dele- 
gates held in St. Petersburg last Sum- 
mer failed to bring about the necessary 
arrangement for uniform freights. The 
proposed neutralization, by impressing 
Tokio and St. Petersburg with their 
community of interests, may lead to a 
successful effort to overcome the diffi- 
culties then encountered. 

I understand that the preliminary 
communication of the American pro- 
posal to the British Government evoked 
the statement that Russia and Japan 
were the powers chiefly interested. 


PIPED AIR TO BURIED MAN. 


Act of Fireman Smith Saved a Life 
When Rescue Work Began. 


Two men were narrowly saved from 
suffocation when tons of loosened dirt 
an. stone slid into a deep trefich in Cres- 
cert Street, near Glenmore Avenue, East 
New York, last evening. One man was 
Ronato Saporito, 45 years old, of 666 Lib- 
erty Avenue, East New York. The other 
is unknown. With half a dozen others 
the men were digging in front of 466 
Crescent Street, where a sewer connec- 
tion was being made. The trench was ten 
feet’ deep and shoring boards had been 
put up at the sides. Without warning the 
boards gave way, allowing the dirt and 
stones to slip into the excavation. Four 
of the laborers, who were working at cne 
end, scrambled out in safety, but they 
were so panic stricken that they left their 
companions to shift for themselves. Will- 
iam Sargent, a plumber, was at work 
near by, on the same job, and, realizing 
what had happened, he ran two blocks 
to Engine Company 136. Fireman Thomas 
Smith returned with him, and they start- 
ed the work of rescue. 

Saporito had been completely buried, 
but his companion still had his head above 
the débris. A four-foot water main run- 
ning underground served as a sort of 
air chamber to keep him alive. 

A few minutes’ digging freed the halt- 
buried man, and the instant he climbed 
out of the ditch he hurried away. Smith 
stopped his work long enough to inurl 
a stone after him and swear. The .es- 
cuers then dug frantically after the man 
vwnro was completely buried. 

After they had “dug a few feet Smith 
heard « feeble cry. He jammed a short 
piece of water main through the eacina 
to give the buried man air. Fortunately, 
it struck Saporito’s face and afforded 
him relief. 

While the men were still digging some 
one sent in an alarm of fire. There was 
also a call to Police Headquarters for 
help. and an ambulance with two sur- 
geons rushed from the Bradford Street 
Hospitel. Unmindful of the danger of 
another cave-in, Smith and Sargent con- 
tinued to dig for the imprisoned victim. 
By that time policemen and other fire- 
men had arrived, and they took a hand 
with the shovels. It was an hour’s work 
t» reacn Saporito, but they finally zot 
to him. They reached his head first, and, 
although he was unconscious, he was st'!ll 
alive. Working carefully, the rescuers 


finally unearthed him completely and 
lifted him to the surface. 


HANDKERCHIEF GUIDED TRAIN. 


Conductor and Motorman Improvised 
Signals to Prevent Elevated Block. 


An express train on the Third Avenue 
elevated road was guided by a fluttering 
white handkerchief last night on a run 
from Chatham Square to Harlem. The 
train left the City Hall terminal at 6:15 
o’clock, its seven cars filled with pas- 
sengers, many of whom clung to straps. 
Near the Chatham Square Station there 
was a sudden splutter at the motor box 
on the first car, and the train came toa 
standstill. The motor had been burned 
out. 

The conductor and motorman conferred, 
and it was agreed that if they waited for 
a repair crew to come along there would 
be a blockade that would last an hour. In 
the third car there was a motor box, and 
it was finally decided that the motorman 
should run the car from that, while the 
conductor would take his station on the 
front platform of the first car and signal 
him with his handkerchief. 

The motorman could plainly see the 
white handkerchief as it danced in the 
wind, lighted up by the glare from the 
car. It had been agreed that there would 
be no stops until the train had come to 
106th Street. 

Between the motorman and conductor 
it had been arranged that, when the track 
was clear, the handkerchief would be held 
straight out, and that if there was need 
for slowing down the handkerchief would 
be waved up and down. As the express 
had been so much delaved there was an 
absolutely clear track all the way, so the 
conductor merely had to keep his arm ex- 
tended at full length. 

At 129th Street a lantern was handed 
the conductor of the train, and from that 
point on to the Bronx tegminal the motor- 
man had that to guide him. 


DEAD IN A POLICE FIGHT. 


Prisoner’s Head Fractured by Falling 
on a Piece of Ice. 


Charles H. Hopkins, a structural iron 
worker, is dead at his home, 99 Randolph 
Avenue, Jersey City, as the result of a 
fight with a policeman. His skull was 
fractured. 

Early yesterday morning Hopkins and 
his wife returned from a visit to friends 
in Newark. Hopkins was intoxicated and 
started to quarrel with his wife. He had 
struck her in the face and tore her 
clothes. She rushed from the house and 
asked Policeman Harry Harms to pro- 
tect her. A fight between the two men 
followed. 

According to a statement made by 
Harms after the fight, Hopkins started to 
run away but was overtaken by him and 
arrested. Statements by Harms and W. 


W. Taulman, another policeman, show 
that Hopkins tried to escape and in run- 
ning away slipped on some ice and fell, 
striking his head on the sidewalk. This 
i the policemen assert, caused his 
eath.

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TAFT HALTS FIGHT 
QF PARTY FACTIONS 


Has Long Talks with Insurgent 
Leader on Ballinger Committee 
and Harmony Is Likely. 








NOT USING PATRONAGE CLUB 





Men Who Support His Policies Need 
Not Fear—Roosevelt Letters Up- 
hold the President’s Course,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—President Taft 
is feeling very much encouraged to-day 
over the situation in the Republican 
Party, and believes that the basis of 
harmony between the regulars and in- 
Surgents has been reached. 

He had a long conference with Repre- 
sentative Hayes of California, Chairman 
of the insurgent caucus, this morning, at 
which the matter was discussed fully. 
The President made it plain to Mr. Hayes 
that he is much concerned over the strife 
in the party, and fears that it is en- 
dangering success at the Congressional 
elections next Fall, as well as threatening 
to interfere with the Administration pro- 
gramme of progressive legislation, 

Mr. Hayes was told plainly that the 
President will hold the members of his 
party in both Senate and House re- 
sponsible so far as lies in his power for 
their action on these measures. He does 
not regard them as simply his own, but 
as those of the party, submitted in spe- 
cific fulfillment of the pledges of the Na- 
tional platform upon which he was elect- 
ed. He holds himself to be judge, selected 
by the chosen and the people who elected 
him to determine how far the members of 
the party conform to the pledges. 


Pian for Caucus Harmony. 


The chief subject for immediate action 
discussed by the President and Mr. Hayes 
was that of arranging for the harmonious 
choice of the House members of the com- 
mittee about to be appointed for the in- 
vestigation of the [Interior Department 
and the Forestry Service. Mr. Hayes 
was prepared to subject a specific plan 
to the President. It is un@erstood to be 
for an arrangement by which the in- 
surgents shall be represented by one man 
on the committee and the regulars by 
three, leaving the Democrats two, the 
Republicans to be agreed upon before the 
call for the Republican caucus. 

Mr. Hayes went straight to the Capitol 
after his talk with the President. The 
House was in session, and he gathered a 
number of the insurgents around him and 
held a powwow that.lasted some time. 
Afterward he saw others of the insurg- 
ents, and the matter was freely discussed. 
Mr. Hayes went. back to the White House 
late this afternoon and had another con- 
ference with the President. 

Meantime Vice President Sherman, who 
is in close touch with Speaker Cannon, 
had been busy also, and just before din- 
ner he went to the White House to tell 
the President the results of his effort. 


Cannon Is More Concillatory. 


After the second call of the insurgent 
Chairman the President let it be known 
that he regarded the situation very hope- 
fujly. It was evident that Speaker Can- 
non and his followers were willing to ac- 
cede to the President’s wishes and to meet 
the insurgents half way. 


Speaker Cannon declared during the aft-, 


ernoon that the insurgents of the House 
would have a square deal in the caucus 
if they came into it. There were no ef- 
forts in advance by anybody, he said, to 
set a trap or pitfall for those of the ma- 
jority who have been fighting the or- 
ganization, but, on the other hand, no 
one could properly be given any definite 
assurances or promise as to what the 
cutcome of the caucys would be. 

In his talks with Representative Haves 
and other callers to-day, the President 
said he was not withholding patronage 
from any Republican Senator or member 
of Congress because of votes cast against 
Speaker Cannon, against the rules of the 
House, or: against the Payne-Aldrich 
Tariff bill. If, however, there were among 
the insurgents any who intend to carry 
their fight against the Speaker and 
against the rules to the extent of oppos- 
ing purely Administration and party 
measures, to which the party was pledged, 
the President would no longer regard 
them as Republicans. . 

With practical agreement on the first 
matter of controversy in the House ar- 
ranged, the President is hopeful of being 
able to carry his efforts for harmony 
successfully into other matters. In that 
he is more likely to meet renewed diffi- 
culty. From all sides comes evidence of 
the spread of anti-Cannonism, and the in- 
surgents naturally are greatly elated. 


Roosevelt Letters Uphold Taft. 


It will take the utmost efforts of the 
President to bring them to terms on this 
line. But he has one line of ammunition, 
if he cares to use it, that will bring dis- 


may to some of them. Letters from ex- 
President Roosevelt have been received 
in Washington recently which show that 
he was aware of the course of the tariff 
fight, of the speeches made by Mr. Taft 
at Boston, where he defended Senator 
Aldrich, and at Winona, where he praised 
the traiff law, scored the insurgents, and 
defended Representative Tawney. In 
nothing of this has Mr. Roosevelt found 
material for criticism. When Mr. Roose- 
velt returns to this country next. Sum- 
mer, if the insurgents meet him with the 
expectation of hearing a roar of disap- 
proval of President Taft’s course, they 
will receive instead a very severe rebuff. 
Publication of these letters now would be 
a severe blow to the insurgents, but it is 
not contemplated.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Three West 
Point cadets have been found guilty of 
hazing, it is reported here, and their dis- 
missal will follow the approval of the 
sentence by the Secretary of War, who is 
allowed no discretion in the matter. 

No announcement of the names of the 
three cadets will be made until Secretary 
Dickinson returns from Porto Rico tuo- 
morrow and has had time to act on the 
matter, It is understood that the cadets 
were members of the third class, and that 
they were found guilty of hazing mem- 
bers of the fourth class. 





CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Jan. 13.—Secre- 
tary of War J. H. Dickinson and party 
arrived here to-day from Cuba on the 
yacht Mayflower. The Secretary imme- 
diately took a train for Washington, 
while the others will continue the voyage 
on the Mayflower.

BIG CRUSH 10 SEE 
GIRL AND WAITER 











Buist Heiress and Cohen Smug- 
gled Through Crowds at 
Philadelphia Station. 





GIRL TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 





Waiter Hurrled to City Hall for Grill- 
Ing by Police, Who Later Ques- 
tlon -Miss De Janon. 





PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 13.—Aided by a 
squad of 100 policemen, the detectives 
having in charge 17-year-old Roberta De 
Janon, the heiress, and Ferdinand Cohen. 
the ex-waiter, eluded the crowd gatherea 
at West Philadelphia Station of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad to see their arrival 
from Chicagg at 5:45 this evening. When 
the train pulled into the station the curi- 
ous rushed into the train shed. Imme- 
diately the girl and Cohen were placed in 
waiting taxi cabs, while the police guard 
would not allow any person to leave the 
building until the cabs had a safe start. 

Miss De Janon is now in a suite of pri- 
vate rooms in St. Agnes’s Hospital, in this 
city, after undergoing a severe cross-ex- 
amination of nearly five hours, which 
brought out no change in her original 
story. Cohen is locked in a cell awaiting 
m hearing on the charge of abduction, and 
his wife is in the Medico-Chirurgical Hos- 
pital suffering from a nervous collapse. 

From the station both girl and waiter 
were taken first to the City Hall, where 
Cohen was closely cross-@xamined by the 
Chief of Detectives in the hope of secur- 
ing some damaging admissions. Later, 
Miss De Janon, heavily veiled, was es- 
corted to the office of the Assistant Su- 
'perintendent of Police, and she also was 
closely questioned. . 

Here the girl saw her grandfather, 
Robert Buist, the millionaire seed man. 
She threw her arms around his neck and 
burst out crying with her head on his 
shoulder. She said she was sick and glad 
to get home, but insisted that Cohen, her 
companion, had done nothing to merit 
any punishment. ‘I tried to get him to 
run away before,’’ she said to the police. 

lt was late to-night when the young 
woman was taken from the City Hall and 
hurried to the hospital. Her grandfather 
took her in an automobile, which was es- 
corted by bicycle police. Rooms at St. 
Agnes’s. had already been engaged. 

While Cohen was being questioned, his 
wife made frantic but ineffectual efforts 
to see him. She was finally forced from 
the corridors in a semi-hysterical condi- 
tion. To-night, accompanied by a lawyer, 
she managed to see her husband in the 
cell room of the Central Police Station. 
There was a tearful and affectionate 
scene. She promised to stick by Cohen 
who in turn professed his sorrow and re- 
pentance. After this interview Mrs. 
Cohen was so overcome by her emotions 
that it was necessary to remove her to 
a hospital. 

While the great jaim pressed into the 
West Philadelphia Station to endeavor to 
catch a glimpse of the runaway couple, 
the congestion at the Broad Street Sta- 
tlon, the main depot of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, where it was thought the 
prisoners would leave the train, was even 
worse. 

Among those who crowded the Broad 
Street Station was Cohen’s wife, who 
stood beside the gates in a small space 
cleared for her by the police. When it 
was lerned that Cohen had been brought 
in to West Philadelphia, Mrs. Cohen tried 
to reach the City Hall, a number of re- 


porters making a path for her through 
the dense crowd which filed the entire 
space between the City Hall and tte rail- 
road: station, Photographers - lurking 
about the CityHall in the dusk added to 
the confusion by taking flashlights, but 
Mrs. Cohen was dragged at last within 
fhe doors of the City Hall. The waiter 
and the girl were already safe inside, 
having reached the place ahead of the 
crowd. 

Neither of the detectives who accom- 
panied Miss De Janon and Cohen from 
Chicago would discuss the trip, merely 
saying that nothing unusual occurred and 
that the run from the western city was 
uneventful. 

The girl and the waiter were, however, 
closely guarded on the train and not al- 
lowed to see each other or to talk mucb 
to outsiders. Cohen, according to news- 
pap@r men on the train. continued to put 
the Sssmse on the gir!, and she accepted 
all responsibility for the escapade, even 
declaring that she forced money on Cohen 
to buy tickets when they left Philadel- 
hia. 
¥ Cohen, it was said, appeared to be proud 
of the attention he attracted on the train, 
In the smoking compartment he listened 
to stories being told by traveling men. A 
Kansas City man mentioned the name of 
‘‘Frank James.’’ Cohen broke in and 
said: ‘““I know Frank James. We were 
in the poolroom business together in Dal- 
las, Texas.’”’ He was stopped from fur- 
ther talk by the detective to whom he 
was handcuffed. 

Cohen was held for examination to-day 
before Magistrate Scott. It could not be 
learned what testimony would be intro- 
duced against him at this preliminary 
hearing, but it is thought that counsel for 
Mr. Buist, who is pushing the prosecu- 
tion, will ask that Cohen be held under 
heavy bail, for a further hearing within 
a week or so, at which evidence will be 
introduced. 


SAY CHRISTY ABUSED WIFE. 


Witnesses in Suit Over Child Also 
Assert Artist Drank Heavily. 


ZANESVILLE, Ohio, Jan. 13.—The first 
day’s hearing of the habeas corpus ac- 
tion brought by Mrs. Howard Chandler 
Christy of New York City for the pos- 
session of her daughter Natalie, in Judge 
H. C. Smith’s court, was taken up with 


testimony submitted by thé plaintiff's 
witnesses. 

The testimony Was all of the same ten- 
or, each witness testifying to the alleged 
unfitness of the artist to have the cus- 
tody, care, and education of Natalie. In 
his attempt to reach this end C. C. Lem- 
bert, leading counsel for Mrs, Christy, 
drew from his witnesses testimony that 
prior to his removing to his home near 
this city early last year the life of the 
artist in New York for a period of sev- 
eral years was marked by drunkenness 
and abuse of his wife and child.

ALBANY, Jan. 138.—When the _ una- 
bridged annual report of the State Insur- 
ance Department came from the printer 
to-night, it became known that as a result 
of conferences between Supt. Hotchkiss 
and J. P. Morgan and his financial asso- 
ciates in the acquisition of the control- 
ling interest of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society, legislation may be asked 
for, “in order that the danger which 
lurks in the public mind in the control 
by a single individual of assets so vast 
as those possessed by this company may 
be permanently eliminated.’’ The confer- 
ences began shortly after the control of 
the Equitable had been acquired by Mr. 
Morgan. 

‘* Early in September,’’ the report says, 
‘it was announced that 502 shares of the 
1,000 shares of the stock of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, previously held 
by Thomas F. Ryan and by him trusteed 
in June, 1905, had been acquired by J. 
Pierpont Morgan. An interview with that 
gentleman, intended to develop his plans 
concerning such stock, has resulted in 
conferences looking to the adoption of 
some plan whereby the dangers which 
lurk in the public mind in the control by 
a single individual of assets so vast as 
those pessessed by this company will be 
permanently eliminated. 

‘The matter is still in conference be- 
tween Mr. Morgan and his associates, on 
the one hand, and the department, on the 
other. While the legal problems are some- 
what difficult and legislation may ulti- 
mately become necessary, the department 
feels sure that a plan which can have its 
approval in that it will forever protect the 
policy holders of this great company will 
ultimately be formulated.”’ 

Whether the prospective plan for legis- 
lation has in view a return to the trustee 
system or some other method of distrib- 
uting the holdings could not be learned 
here to-night. Mr. Hotchkiss was not at 
home at a late hour. Henry D. Appleton, 
First Deputy Superintendent, said: 

‘The matter is in the hands of our New 
York office. It was taken up there im- 
mediately after the Equitable stock had 
been obtained by Mr. Morgan. I believe 
some statement explaining the purpose of 
the conference was made at the time. 
All I can say is that the negotiations with 
this department are still in progress and 
that no obstacles that cannot be sur- 
mounted seem to have arisen.”’ 


BIG VERDICT FOR TWO HEROES 


Bridge Workers Let Themselves Be 
Maimed to Save Their Companions. 








As a sequel to a thrilling accident to a 
bridge worker, a jury in the Queens Coun- 
ty Supreme Court at Flushing yesterday 
returned a verdict for $20,000 to each of 
two men, who, by their bravery, saved 
the lives of several other workmen, while 
building the Queensboro Bridge over the 
East River. The verdict is against the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company, the bridge 
contractors, 

On Dec. 11, 1907, Orlazus Jude of 152 
East Sixtieth Street, this city, and John 
J. McGlynn of 1,200 Van Alst Avenue, 
Long Island City, were at work on the 
tower of the bridge at the water’s edge 
on the Queens side. They were more than 
100 feet in the air. A heavy steel plate 
was being put into place by a gang of 
men, of which Jude and McGlynn were 
members. The plate was almost in 
place when it began to slip. These two 
men realized that if it fell the lives of at 
least three of their companions would be 
sacrificed. Both men thrust their hands 
into a crevice beneath the plate. It 
ground on for a few feet almost tear- 


ing off the hands of the two men. But 
the beam was stupped in its fall, 

The nerve of the men prevented them 
from fainting while they were being held 
prisoners and until the plate was raised 
and they were released. Then they, were 
carried to the pavement below, and taken 
to St. John’s Hospital, where their hands 
were amputated. 

Both men as workers at their trade 
were able to earn from $35 to $40 a week, 
but since the accident they have been 
able to earn but little. 


TRENTON THEATRE ON FIRE. 


Treasurer Persuades Audience 
Leave, Not Knowing the Cause.

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 13.—The coolness 
of James Clancy, Treasurer of the Tren- 
ton Theatre, a vaudeville house, prevent- 
ed a catastrophe at the playhouse to- 
night when fire started in the basement. 
Two thousand people were in the house. 

Clancy went before the footlights and 
calmly imformed the audience that the 
theatre lights had become defective and 
would have to be turned off within ten 
minutes. He announced that those who 
desired could get their money at the box 
office, and then signaled the orchestra, 
which started a lively tune. As though 
the curtain had dropped on the final act 
the audience left the place. 

As Clancy made the announcement a 
small boy standing in the lobby became 
aware of the fire and started to rush into 


the crowded house and give the alarm. 
Before he reachéd the door an attache 
grasped him and used so much force in 
ejecting him that a picture stand was 
broken to bits. 

The fire did only small damage.. Solo- 
mon M. Moses, the manager, highly 
praised Clancy for his act.

EX-JUSTICE TRUAX ILL. 


At the Hotel Savoy with a Serious 
Attack of Grip. 


Ex-Supreme Court Justice Charles H. 
Truax is seriously ill at the Hotel Savoy 
with an attack of grip, which, the family 
fear, may result fatally. All through 
vesterday his son, Arthur D. Truax, and 
his two daughters, Mrs. Woods and Miss 
Truax, were in attendance, with -physi- 
clans, by his side. 

On the first day of this year Mr. Tru- 
ax’s term as Justice of the State Supreme 
Court, which he had held since 1895, ex- 
pired. Since Jan. i he has been living in 
apartments at the Savoy, and in spite 
of his 63 years, seemed to be in excellent 
health, until Saturday afternoon, when 
he was seized with a sudden faintness, fol- 
lowed quickly by a high fever. Dr. Nor- 
bert Stadtmuller, his regular physician, 
was called in. Ex-Justice Truax became 
rapidly worse, and on ednesday Dr. 
Janeway was called into cOnsultation. 

Late last night those at the bedside of 
ex-Justice Truax said that his condition 


was critical. His pulse and temperature 
were both high,

Federal Incorporation Plan Must 
Be Seriously Modified to Gain 
Congress Approval. 








STATES’ RIGHTS FIRST CRY 





Absence of Forfeiture Provision Con. 
demned, and Voluntary Feature 


Raises Constitutional Questions.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The publica- 
tion in THp New YorxK Timzs this morne- 
ing of the full text of the Administration 
bill for the establishment of a systern_of 
Federal incorporation for concerns doing 
an inter-State business attracted the w:d- 
est attention in Washington to-day, and 
both at the Capitol and downtown the 
bill has divided interest with the rumpus 
in the Republican Party, which for once 
has been put somewhat into the back- 
ground. In the Senate especially there 
was constant discussion of the bill, with 
objections coming from men of all the 
nunterous shades of political faith now 
represented in the upper house—regular 
and insurgent Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike. 

Officials of the Administration seemed 
somewhat -disconcerted by the publica- 
tion of the full text of the bill, despite 
the assurance of the President that in 
his special message of last Friday that it 
had been completed and was ready for 
Congress. Attorney General Wickersham 
promptly came forward with a statement 
that the bill as published in Tun New 
YORK TIMES was only a tentative draft, 
subject to corrections and alterations, and 
added there was no certainty as to its 
immediate introduction in either house of 
Congress. He admitted, in fact, that the 
Administration did not have any great 
expectation that the bill would be passed 
at this session. But it is belleved that the 
introduction of the bill at an early date 
will materially assist in the campaign of 
education which it is recognized must 
precede the final effort to get it adopted. 


Say State’s Rights Will Kill Bill. 


The length and importance of the bill 
are such that the lawyers in the Senate 
and House will require considerable time 
for its examination before they are ready 
to go definitely on record with regard tv 
its various provisions. But one point of 
objection was raised at once on all sides, 
and that is that the bill invades the rights 
of the States in a manner which renders 
it practically certain of defeat in its 
present form. Both Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. are.always -very fealous of 
anything which looks likely to interfere 
with a St&te’s right of taxatidn, and they 
are examining the provisions of the Fed- 
eral Incorporation bill almost micro- 
scopically in order to satisfy themselves 
on this point. The more they look into it 
the more they feel that the bill does not 
provide adequate safeguards on this sub- 
ject, and it is already certain that when 
the bill comes up for action there will be 
& great controversy on this point in both 
houses. 


The absence of any provision for the 
forfeiture of a National charter Dy a 
Federal court at the suit of the Govern- 
ment is also arousing vehement objection, 


Senator Borah of Idaho is radically ops 
pees to the bill on that account. It will 

ave to contain a provision by which the 
Government can proceed against a Na- 
tional corporation for the forfeiture of 
its charter when it has violated any of the 
Inter-State commerce laws in order to 
secure his vote. He does not insist that 
forfeiture of its charter should be the 
penalty for any kind of offense, but he 
does believe that if such a corporation wera 
found guilty of attempting or attaining a 
monopoly, for instance, or of suppression 
of competition, or any of the offenses 
now severely punishable. under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, the Government 
should have the right to obtain the can- 
cellation of its charter from the courts, 
and not have to rely upon the problemat- 
ical and uncertain action of Congress. 
It is clearly recognized that it would be 
extremely difficult if not impossible to 
obtain Congressional revocation of a 
charter once a concern had established 
itself on any comsiderable basis, no mat- 
ter how flagrant an offense it might have 
committed. 

These two lines of objection are more 
than enough to occupy the speechmaking 
of the Senate for months. There is nothing 
so provocative, of Senatorial debate as a 
constitutional Question, and the Federal 
Incorporation bill is full of them. The good 
old question of State’s rights will find 
champions not omy among the old-fash- 
ioned State righters from south of Ma- 
son and Dixon’s line, but alsoaamong the 
more conservative Republicans of the 
North, and even among the radicals of 
the West and Northwest. 


Voluntary Feature Criticised. 


There is another element of controversy. 
A number of Senators are inclined to the 
view that if Congress has- the power te 
create corporations for the inter-State bust- 
ness upon their voluntary application un- 
der its power to regulate inter-State com- 
merce, it has also the power to compel 
concerns doing an intér-State business to 
take out a Federal charter as a condition 


precedent to engaging in such business, 
This also involves a constitutional dis- 
cussion, and there are Senators who are 
prepared to speak at no small length 
about it. , 

In other respects also the talk of the 
day has shown that changes will be de- 
manded before certain Senators and Rep- 
resentatives will be ready to vote for the 
bill. From all this it is evident that it 
will require the stiffest kind of Adminis- 
tration pressure in order to put the bill 
through, even after it has been held-up 
for a year and a vigorous campaign of 
education has been waged. How far the 
Administration may be counted on to go 
in such a contest no one here is now 
willing to prophesy. 

The question at once recalls the Presf- 
dent’s attitude on the tariff bill, where 
there was continually talk that he wag 
going to “demand” this, that or the 
other thing, but where it was found that 
when his demands were actually made 
they were for only a few comparatively 
unimportant matters. 'The introduction 
of the bill will serve, however, to loose 
the floodgates of constitutional oratory 
and the outlook now is for many a re- 
sounding speech before the Winter is over 
with nothing substantial accomplished. ’ 


LAWYERS DISCUSS PLAN HERE. 


J. M. Beck and C. P. Howland Both 
Doubt Constitutionality. 


Keen interest was shown yesterday by 
leading torporation lawyers in this city 
in President Taft’s proposed measure for 
the creation and control by National au- 
thority of corporations engaged in inter- . 
State commerce, a draft of which was 
published in full exclusively in Tue 
Times yesterday morning. The importance 
of legislation suggested was at once rece 
ognized, some of the lawyers declaring 
it to be revolutionary in character. 
Among those who gravely See | 
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constitutionality of such a law was James 
M. Beck, general counsel for the Sugar 
Trust, and ex-Assistant Attorney General 
of the United States, who, however, ex- 
pressed himself as in sympathy with the 
purpose and general plan of Mr. Taft's 
measure. ° 

While admitting that the proposed meas- 
ure had been skillfully drawn, Mr. Beck 
questioned the power of Congress to cre- 
ate @ corporation as a means of exer- 
cising its authority to regulate foreign 
and domestic trade. He thought State 
corporations would be slow to surrender 
their present charters until the United 
States Supreme Court had passed on the 
walidity of such a law, and he foreshad- 
owed the possibility of the General Gov- 
ernment’s using its power to tax State 
corporations to the extent of throttling 
them in favor of the concerns created by 
Federal power. 


J. M. Beck's Statement. 


“The proposed National corporation 
law,’ said Mr. Beck, “‘is in my judgment 
the most important piece of constructive 
legislation that has been submitted for 
public consideration for many years, After 
the vactue, ambiguous, and in gmany re- 
spects mischievous phraseology of the so- 
called Sherman anti-trust law, it is a posi- 
tive relief to consider the draft of a 
gtatute which substitutes for mere de- 
structive prohibition a legislative pro- 
gramme whose purposes are constructive, 

“The proposed law raises in the most 
vital way the question, which is as old 
as the Government, whether the Federal 
Government has the power to create cor- 
porations except as a means to carry out 
some purely Governmental function, as, 
for example, the Post Office or fiscal 
system. <A few years ago [ think most 
students of constitutional law would have 
held that no such power exists, but the 
inevitable tendency toward centralization, 
due to irresistible economic forces, has 
been so swift that the power to create 
corporations to engage in inter-State and 
foreigu trade can certainly be considered 
aa fairly debatable. ‘ 

“Apart from this questicn of constiti- 
tionality, the law, as drafted by the 
Administration, seems tu me drawn with 
equal moderation and skill. Personally 
T am very much in favor of every plan 
which has the unification of governmental 
control over commerce as its object. If it 
were not for the extraordinary growth of 
our natural resources, the prosperity of 
America would soon crumble, under its 
present system of divided and double 
authority over the agencies of trade and 
commerce. In every other federated gov- 
ernment: the central power is exclusive 
over trade and commerce, which is prop- 
erly treated as a national unit, and I be- 
lieve the same unification must ultimately 
be secured in this country. 

“It must, however, be added that this 
plan for a National corporation, when 
taken into consideration with the tax 
on corporations, opens possibilities which 
are little short of a constitutional revo- 
lution. The Federal Government has al- 
ready shown by its prohibitory tax upon 
the circulating notes of State banks that 
it could, if it desired, drive most of the 
State banks out of existence, while creat- 
ing a chain of Federal banks. While it is 
whotly improbable that any such plan is 
within the contemplation of the Admin- 
istration, vet the possibility must be con- 
sidered that the Federal Government 
might, if the proposed law be constitu- 
tional, create corporations on the one hand 
to engage in inter-State and foreign com- 
merce, and simultaneously, by a prohibi- 
tory tax upon State corporations, effec- 
tually drive the latter out of existence. 

‘*Personally [ think that the great 
corporations of this country, which at 
present owe their existence to State au- 
thority and which are everywhere sub- 
jected to the regulations, at times con- 
flicting and oppressive, of both State and 
Nation, would be immensely benefited if 
they were able to avail themselves of 


f®uch a wise and conservative Federal cor- 


poration law as that drafted by the Pres- 
advisers, always provided 
thereby add “to the 
powers. which seek to regu- 
late the complicated and delicate mechan- 


,* 


Howland Opposes Measure. 


Charles P. Howland of the firm of 
Howland, Murray & Prentice said that 
the Taft Federal incorporation measure 
involved an unwarranted extension of 
Federal power over the economic field, 
and tended to aggravate present evils re- 
sulting from too large corporations by 
sanctioning the contralization of unlimited 
economic power and perpetual corporate 
wealth in a few hands, with explicit per- 
mission to absorb present and future ri- 
vals. If the course of constitutional de- 
velopment should warrant such a law. 
however, he said, he considered the pres- 
ent bill to be as good as any that eould 
be drafted at the initiation of the plan 

“The subject is by no means a new 
one,” said Mr. Howland. ‘ Indeed, my 
partner, Mr. Prentice,, in his book on 
““ Federal Power Over Carriers,”’ has de- 
voted an entire chapter to it. The cases 
are there considered; the views of Ham- 
iiton, Madison, and Randolph on analo- 
zous questions are set forth, and the 
debates in Congress referred to at length. 
All of which point to the conclusion that 
the Federal Government has not the 
power the exercise of which is now pro- 
posed. 

“ The extension of the power of the 
Federal Government through the clause 
which gives it power to regulate inter- 
State commerce, is a phenomenon of con- 
stitutiona: construction which has gone 
along with our economic development. 
When the exercise of a power has not 
produced a perfect result, it has been 
asserted that the incompleteness of suc- 
cess showed the need of more power. To 
extension of that kind there is no limit 
until all power has been transferred and 
it is too late to repent of the experiment. 
The limit upon the Federal power should 
be found in the countervailing power, of 
the States and indeed, the duty of the 
States to uphold their institutions and 
maintain the responsibility of self-govern- 
ment. 

“As a matter of expediency, it is said 
that some corporations are too large for 
State control, and, being National in their 

owers and functions, must necessarily 
submit to a National jurisdiction. The 
proposed remedy is like that suggested 
DY a lawyer who told his client that the 
easiest way to avoid the obligation. of a 
forge@d bond would be to forge a release. 
‘If the corporations are too iarge, it would 
‘be better to see that they are made small- 
er and that no one is allowed to be of 
euch a size as to control all the Na- 
tional markets in any staple commodity. 

“The monopoly of the so-called trusts 
scomes from the consolidation of great 
amounts of money. which give them an 
overwhelming advantage ‘over. smaller 
competitors; and the existence of trusts 
Ss generally speaking, due to pyermis- 
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sion given by the States for incorporation 
without any limit’ ‘as to amount. ' They 
have no other advantage, (now that re- 
bating has been stopped,) for it has been 
pointed out many times that their meth- 
ods of competition are precisely the same 
as those of all other business traders. 

“It ssems to me fatuous for a nation 
to ‘allow such a centralization of economic 
power and perpetual corporate wealth in 
a few hands, and then to offset it by an 
equivalent centralizing of political power. 
The present plan proposes a perpetuation 
of corporations which have already too 
much power, with explicit permission to 
them to absorb present and future rivals. 
Development of that: kind is good for 
the few who control the contraiized busi- 
ness interests; but I think it is necessarily 
bad for the many. 

‘“‘T have great confidence in Mr. Wick- 
ersham’'s public zeal and ability; and if 
the course of our constitutional develop- 
ment is to undergo so complete a change, 
I have little doubt that Mr. Wickersham’'s 
draft is as good as any lawyer in the 
country could make at the initiation of 
the plan.’ 

Arthur H. Masten of the firm of Masten 
& Nichols said: 

“IT have not had opportunity to read 
the text of the bill and cannot therefore 
discuss details. On the general proposi- 
tion I am disposed to oppose a Federal 
incorporation act because I believe that 
we get along better under existing con- 
ditions than we would if a Federal act 
were in force. I think that the corpo- 
rations that would benefit by such an 
act are in the minority. 

‘“*“T am quite aware that some classes 
of corporations suffer at present because 
of the diversity of State legislation, but 
if a Federal incorporation act were eS-

slow down Glenn H, Curtiss,- who was 
flying the regular course at the same 
time for a ten-lap speed record. The 
passengers landed safely. 

Curtiss’s manager protested against 
Paulhan's. getting in the way of the Cur- 
tiss machine, and a contest may develop. 
Curtiss’s total time was 24 minutes 54 2-5 
seconds, not a record. Water Paulhan 
tried to beat this, but failed by five sec- 
or.ds. 

Earlier in the day, with 
passenger, Paulhan made three laps of 
the course in 8:16 1-5. He flew the 


judge’s stand after circling the field, and 
alighted é¢asily in the starting square. 
On another flight of seven minutes he 
had Mrs. Ferris as a passenger. He cut 
corners, flew low over the stands and 
seemed to enjoy his pranks. 
features of the dav were as follows: 

Curtiss failed in his attempt to lower 
the three-lap record, which he set yester- 
day. 

Hamilton, Paulhan, Curtiss and Willard 
qualified in three-lap flights for all 
events. 

Willard duplicated his feat of starting, 
flying around the course once, and land- 
ing in a measured space of twenty feet, 
winning a prize of $250. 

Charles K. Hamilton, in a Curtiss ma- 
chine, tried for the ten-lap speed record, 
but landed on his third lap because of 
engine trouble. He also made a flight 
with his rudder wheel tied to show that 
the Curtiss machine could be operated 
without the Wright patent devices. 

Clifford B. Harmon of New York an- 
nounced to-day that in the second week 
of February, from San Antonio, Texas, in 
the balloon ‘‘ New York,’ he would at- 
tempt to break the world’s distance rec- 
ord of 1,200 miles. Harmon will also try 
to lift the Lahm cup, now held by A. Hol- 
land Forbes, who made 6938 miles in a 
straight line. 

Cortlandt Field Bishop announced to- 
day that he had received a message from 
the International Aeronautical Federation, 
in session in Paris, confirming the new 
high flight record of Paulhan, made here 
vesterday. Latham flew 3,444 feet high 
at Mourmelon on Jan. 7. Paulhan’s 
height, as now officially figured, was 
4,165 feet. ' 

After enthusiastic 
Diego had presented Paulhan with the 
$500 silver cup offered for the _ best 
achievement yesterday, which was San 
Diego day, they extended him a pressing 
invitation to visit San Diego ‘‘at your 
convenience.”’ Paulhan replied: ‘* Not 
mine, but my engine’s convenience.”’ 

When he was asked to-day if that meant 
that he would attempt such a flight, he 
answered: 

‘It is not impossible. In endurance 
tests other aviators have traveled more 
than 100 miles, though never between 
cities that far apart.’’

VALENTINES TO BE SCARCE. 


Shortage in Easter Cards, Too, to Re- 
sult from Factory Fire.

WORCESTER, Mass.: Jan. 13.—The fire 
last night at the plant of the George C. 
Whitney Company, the largest manufac- 
turer of valentines in the world, resulted 
in the destruction of the entire plant, with 
a loss of $350,000. The fire started in 
waste paper in the basement of the five- 
story building. 

Since last June the entire 
employes has been hard at 
out the cards for St. 
well as thousands of Easter cards and 
novelties, all of which were destroyed. 
About $60,000 worth of valentines which 
were ready for shipment were burned. 
The value of the burned Easter favors 
was about the same. 

George C. Whitney, President of the 
company, arrived from New York City 
te-night. When asked how the loss would 
affect the -general valentine supply, he 
said: 

‘We nad shipped about 70 per cent. of 
the Valentine Day stock and the re- 
mainder, most of which was intended for 
New York, Chicago, and other cities, and 
which is a total loss, will cause a general 
shortage in those cities, unless some other 
concern can supply the need. This is al- 
most impossible at this late day. 

‘As for the Easter valentines or cards, 
there will be a large shortage this year 
as a resuit of the fire, and even next 
year the shortage will in all probability 
continue. We will start, as soon as in- 
surance matters are straightened out, to 
rebuild the plant.’’

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3-CENT LUNCH IN SCHOOL. 


How the Hungry Children Are Fed in 
Marion Street. 


At Public School 21, Marion Street, in 
the heart of the Italian district, several 
hundred children are now getting a hot 
‘uncheon every noon for 38 cents. Those 
who can pay are supposed to, but the 
teachers find out what parents cannot 
afford this, and tickets are given to 
them. Children who want to go home for 
luncheon are not urged to stay in school, 
but mothers who work frequently prefer 
to have the children get their meal there 

This enterprise is the work of a com: 
mittee of women living around Wash- 
ington Square. More than 200 youngsters 
ere served rapidly by other children act- 
ing as waiters. Just before the noon bell 
rings, bare wooden tables are set up in 
the cellar of the school, which is on the 
level with the outdoor courtyard. At one 
end of the large room are placed two or 
three clothes baskets full of bread al- 
ready sliced. Then down come the “wait- 
ers,’ who quickly put en long white 
aprons over their school clothes, and 
those who are to handle bread and sand- 
wiches add white cotton gloves, clean 
every day. Most of the waiters are boys. 
who receive their luncheon in return for 
their services. Soup kettles, trays, bowls, 
and cups are hurried out, just as the 
children come trooping down to get a 
good place in line. 

Quite a choice of menu is offered con- 
sidering the price. The favorite dish is a 
large bowl of soup with two generous 
slices of bread, for 3 cents. Or, if some 
child doesn’t happen to like the soup 
that day, there are sandwiches for a cent 
apiece, and chocolate made with plenty 
of milk for a cent a cup. Bananas are two 
for a cent, with occasionally a side dish 
of prunes for a penny, and extra cakes 
and rolls for those who prefer them 

John Doty, the Principal of the school, 
draws his ration like the rest, and eat: 
with the children. Generally, two or three 
teachers join in. In less than ten minutes 
all the children have been served. Eleven 
children do everything but the cooking. 


RICH, DIES AMID SQUALOR. 


Miser Who Had $250,000 Did His Own 
Washing and Hair Cutting.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 13.—In a 
wretched room for which he paid $10 a 
Inonth rent, his clothing worn thread- 
bare and darned and patched, J. C. Louns- 


berry, an aged man, was found dead last 
night. ‘* Just a beggar,’ the Coroner was 


told. 

Rummaging through the old man's 
trunk to-day the Coroner found deeds to 
property and securities valued at approxi- 
mately $250,000. He found also that 
Lounsberry had for his creditors some 
of the largest business houses in the Twin 
Cities and that possibly $30,000 was due 
him on notes. 

The old man, so it was learned from his 
papers, came West from Oswego, N. Y. 
about twelve years ago. Since that time 
his uncle, Horace Lounsberry, left him 
$50,000. His only living relative, so far as 
is known, is a sister, who is in the insane 
asylum at Binghamton, N. Y. tele- 
hee from her addressed to him in 1908S 
read: 

_** For ‘God's sake send $25,000 to save 
Freddy's life. He is in jail charged with 
murder and the money will save him.’’ 

Another message, signed Marsh, Wins- 
low & Weaver, dated New York, April 
15, 1908, asked him to furnish bail of $25,- 
000 for ‘‘ Boeck.’’ 

A third message sent from Germantown, 
Penn., April 18, 1908, signed Louise C. 
Boeck, read: 

‘'Won'’t you go some. security for 
Eddie? Cash not required, only security. 
If you can’t furnish all, will you furnish 
part? Haye hope of winning if this coulg 
be arranged.’’ 

The only thing the, old man seemed to 
care for was his sister in the New York 
asylum. Notes in his trunk showed that 
he had sent money and presents to her. 

Lounsberry had many blue prints and 
deeds in his trunk for property in St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. He lived alone: 
When he engaged his room he said to 
his landlady: 

‘“*I will take the room and pay prompt- 
ly for it if you will never pass the thresh- 
old or let any one else pass it.’’ 

The old man enforced this rule rigidly, 
even making his own bed, doing his wash- 
ing and mending, and cutting his hair in 
there. The police think he may have 
been murdered, although no marks otf 
violence were found on his body.

Typhoid Overtakes Many in Household

Prof. Donald B. McMillan gave an illus- | 


trated lecture entitled ‘‘ With Peary in 
the Arctic’’ last night before the Tech- 
Club, in its clubhouse in Gram- 
ercy Park. Prof. McMillan ascribed the 
success of Commander Peary’s latest ex- 
pedition to the north pole, on which he 
accompanied him, to the skill with which 
it was equipped. 

The tragic experiences of the Greely 
expedition and other previous expeditions, 
McMillan declared, were due to 
their imperfect equipment. He threw 
the sereen photographs of touching mes- 
sages written by members of the Greely 
expedition to their loved ones in the 
days when they were slowly dying of 
starvation at Cape Sabine, which he had 
found on a visit there in 1908. | 

Many of the views shown illustrated tne 
obstacles which Commander Peary e@n- 
countered on his last expedition, and 
which he was able to overcome only pv 
reason of his superior equipment. These 
views, Prof. McMillan declared, demon- 
strated the impossibility of a man with 
two sledges covering 1,000 miles of polar 
ice, as Cook said he nad done. 


Difficulty of Learning Eskimo. 


In opening his lecture Prof. McMillan 
told many humorous incidents of his life 
among the Eskimos when he was taking 
tidal observations ninety the 
Roosevelt. 

‘The Eskimos refuse to learn English, 
and 1 was forced to learn Eskimo. I 
thought their language would be simple, 
but | soon found they had thousands of 
words. Where with us, for instance, uncle 
is an indefinite word, and may mean 
either a father or a mother’s brother, the 
Eskimos have one word for each. One 
day I learned the Eskimo word for a hole 
in the snow roof, and a few days later 
when I asked one of the Eskimo women 
to sew a hole in one of my trousers she 
laughed. It took me some time to learn 
that I had asked her to sew the hole in 
the snow roof of my trousers, There are 
six different words for different kinds of 
holes in Eskimo. 

“i'p to 1818 the Eskimos thought they 
were the only living people, and they 
have little idea of the magnitude of the 
world. One night to amuse them I gath- 
ered them about me and toid them how 
the people would come together to hear 
Commander Peary lecture about his trip.

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Mrs. Lomas, the boy's mother, who had 
been under the care of vphysicians all 
night and part of the day, again collapsed 
when the coffin was brought in. Mary, 
the janitress, who had helped the mother 
to find the body on the hillside the day 
before, went through the house gathering 
contributions for flowers for Robbie 
Lomas. Many others sent flowers in the 
day, and there were enough to cover the 
small white coffin. 

In the tamily of Arthur Shibley, the 
boy who barely escaped death because 
the assassin’s hand was a bit unsteady, 
there was the hope that he might live. 
His father. Ameen. and his mother, 
Marian, spent all night at the hospital. 
Detectives from the Central Office went 
to ask the father questions, but he begged 
to be let alone. 

Yesterday morning Coroner Feinberg 
went to the hospital to get an ante-mor- 
tem statement from the boy. The father 
got in front of him on the hospital steps, 
crying out that it was no time to ask the 
bov questions and that it might weaken 
him and take away his one chance of 
living. The Coroner threatened both him 
and his wife with arrest if they did not 
let him do his duty, and finally, through 
the efforts of some of the hospital force, 
the father and mother were calmed and 
the Coroner went up to talk to the lad. 

He was conscious, as he had been since 
he was shot, but had grown very weak 
from pain and loss of blood. He could 
volunteer only the information that the 
man who had shot him and Robbie Lo- 
mas had walked up and down a little be- 
fore he approached them and that then 
he had said, ‘‘ Look at this, boys,’”’ show- 
ing them a bright object in his hand. 
They started to look at it, and then he 
had shot them with it. Then he grew so 
weak that he answered almost all the 
leading questions of the Coroner with an 
affirmative. He said, for instance, that 
the man had on spectacles and that he 
had jJooked “ respectable.’’ 

‘Oh, but he didn’t know what he was 
saving.’’ cried out the mother later. ‘jle 
was so weak that he just said ‘ Yes’ to 
all they asked him. 

‘He hasn't changed from what he told 
me when he ran home. He said the man 
wore a slouch hat, erushed in the middle; 
a short and light overcoat, like people 
wear in the Spring, you knéw: and had 
a lot of whiskers. black, and maybe with 
a little gray in tiem. 

‘And isn't it strange that there was 
no hole burned in his little overcoat? The 
powder burned through all the rest of his 
clothes to his skin, but not through his 
overcout. We have been thinking that 
the man caught hold of the lapel of, his 
overcoat and stuck the pistol down inside 
his.overcoat, where he thought the boy’s 
heart was, and then shot. 

‘Oh, it was pitiful to hear him calling 
for some milk when he ran home, holding 
his hands to his breast. ‘ Because I'm 
so dry. mother,’ he kept saying. ‘ Give 
me milk, mother. give me some milk: I’m 
so dry.’ The blood he had lost had made 
him thirsty.” 

Mrs. Shibley Proud of Her’Boy. 

Mrs. Shibley is a beautiful young Syrian 
woman, and she was proud, in the midst 
of her grief, that her boy had so bravely 
run home, and had never broken down in 


spirit after the assassfn had shot him. 
While she was talking in the reception 
room of the hospital her husband was 
called to the telephone. When he came 
back he said: 

‘Another Syrian downtown offering 
his blood to save my child if it.is neces- 
sary. F have had two or three calls like 
that to-day;_they are anxious to do it. 
Down at my drug store, at 28 Rector 
Street, I have been told over the tele- 
phone, hundreds of Syrians have ap- 
peared to-day to ask about the boy and 
to offer their blood to help save his life. 

‘* And, then some foolish people say that 
may be my boy was shot because of a 
Svrian vendetta. Hear me swear an 
oath,” he went on passionately, raising 
up his right arm and crossing his heart 
with his left: . 

‘‘ By the life of my boy—and if he does 
not live I don’t care about living myseif 
any more—by the life of my boy up there, 
I swear that I do not know of a single 
Syrian, or anybody else, who could: have 
the least little reason to harm any of my 
family. I belong to no societies, and [| 
never received a threat.’’ 

Nassib Shibley, a lawyer and brother of 
Ameen Shibley, séveral Years ago repre- 
sented one side in a Syrian church fight, 
and he helped prosecute some Oriental 
societies at times. But both Me and his 
wife are dead. They were found lifeless 
in November, 1908, in their own home, 
she poisoned and he shot to death. The 
police concluded that he hd killed: her 
and then committed suicide. From papers 
and letters left the police learned that 
the husband was jealous of his wife for 
her alleged intimacy with Rigo, the violin- 
ist, who ran away with the Princess 
Chimay, among others.

NEWARK, WN. J., Jan. 138.—Victor 
George Wadetsky, formerly an officer !n 
the Russian Army and an announced rev- 
olutionist, arrived in Newark from Balti- 
more under arrest to-day. He was sharp- 
ly questioned at Police Headquarters 
about the murder of the Rev. Erasmus 
Anison, a Polish priest, in Newark last 
March, and also concerning his knowledge 
of the hold-up and attempted robbery of 
the Direstors of the Thirteenth Ward 
Building and Loan Association in Newark 
several weeks ago. He made emphatic 
denial of knowledge of either crime. 

It is declared by the pclice that Wadet- 
sky is the leader and the brains of a 
secret tand of Poles in this country which 
was organized for crime. e was in New- 
ark at the time of the murder of the 
Priest and the building and loan hold-up 
Te was employed for a time-as a collector 
for the Prudential Insurance Company. 
When he left Newark a few weeks ago he 
was $28 short in his accounts, and this 
was used as a means for procuring his 
arrest in Baltimore on a charge of em- 
bezzliement. He admitted the truth of 
this charge and waived his right of ex- 
tradition to New Jersey.

The exact time of the crime has not 
been fixed, but it is believed to have been 
about 2:48 o’clock, for it was soon after 
that time that Alice Dutcher and Mary 
Farrell, house maidg employed by the 
Comptons, and Chasi, the butler, were 
awakened by the noise made by the mur- 
derer as he left the house. The Dutcher 
girl set off a burglar alarm that connects 
the farm house in which Schermerhorn 
lives with the Compton mansion. When 
the coachman failed to respond quickly 
she turned in the alarm a second time 
and finally a third time. Then he came. 

The coachman, these women said this 
afternoon, when qttestioned by Mr. Mack 
and Chief McCabe, had black spots on his 
face and hands, made apparently with 
burnt cork or charcoal! Similar marks 
were afterward found on the banisters 
lending to Miss Brymer’s room on the sec- 
ond floor, and on the nightdress of the 
governess. There was another mark of 
the same sort, a finger print, on the 
knob of the door of Miss Brymer's room. 
Schermerhorn has not explained how it 
happened that his face was blackened. 


Charge Made Unexpectedly. 


The charge against Schermerhorn was 
made unexpectedly. Up to 4 P. M. the 
coachman retained his composure, and the 


two women servants had not told the au- 
thorities what they knew about the black 
spots they had seen on his face when he 
answered the burglar alarm this morning. 
The man’s reputation was fairly good. He/ 
is about 26 years old, and is said to be 
almost the exact age of the woman he is 
accused of having murdered. It is known, 
however, that Miss Brymer was afraid of 
the coachman. Only a week ago she went 
to William Millard, an old man employed 
as a farmhand by the Comptons, and 
told him that she was “ afraid of Frank.” 
Mary Farrell later admitted that Miss 
Brymer had told her the same thing. 

When the wom€n corroborated what 
Millard had said and also admitted that 
they had seen marks on Schermerhorn’s 
face and hands, District Attorney Mack 
told McCabe that there was enough evi- 
dence to warrant the-.arrest of the coach- 
man. Previously Schermerhorn had gone 
to his house. From a window in his bed- 
room he saw Mr. Mack and Chief Mc- 
Cabe as they started down the path that 
leads from the Compton residence to his 
house. 

When Chief McCabe and Mr. Mack en- 
tered the bedroom, the man apparently 
had gone. McCabe threw open the win- 
dows and saw a little pool of blood near 
the bed. He heard a groan and discovered 
that the coachman was under the bed.

Purports to Be Lamphere’s Ac- 
count of Mrs. Gunness’s Meth- 
ods and His Share in Them.

Set House Afire by Accident After 
Chloroforming Mrs. Gunness, Jennie 
Olsen, and Children—Motive Robbery.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Jan. 13.—The St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch to-day prints a copyright 
story of what purports to be a full con- 
fession of Ray Lamphere, the Laporte, 
Indiana, carpenter, who ‘died recently in 
the Indiana Penitentiary at Michigen 
City while serving a term for setting 
fire to the house of Mrs, Belle Gunness, 
near that town, in the yard of which 
eleven persons were found buried. In this 





document Lamphere admits that he as- 
sisted the murderess in disposing of the 
bodies of three men, and that he caused 
the death of the woman and her three 
children. ; 

Lamphere’s motive, he says, when he 
went to the Gunness home that night in 
April, 1907, was robbery, and the fire was, 
accidental. The chloroform with which 
he rendered Mrs. Gunness and the chil- 
dren unconscious was part of the supply 
he had previously purchased for her to 


——— 


Mrs. Gunness, but it was assumed that 
uey belonged to the bodies that had been 
found. Thus, if Lamphere tells the truth 
about Jennie Olson, the identity of the 
girl found puried in the yard adds an- 
other mystery to the case. 

The story in The Post-Dispatch says 
that Lamphere.in confessing that he had 
guilty knowledge of the murder of three 
men in the Gunness farm house during 
the time that he lived there, about eight 
months in 1907, alleged that the woman 
did not give him as much of the profits 
of the transaction as he considered him- 
self entitled to, that he went to the farm 
house at night accompanied by a woman 
accomplice, that he chloroformed Mrs. 
Gunness and the children, and Jennie 
Olson, that he and the woman accomplice 
searched the house with candles and 
matches, that they found only between 
$60 and $70, and that they departed with- 
out knowing that they had left behind a 
spark that soon after caused the house 
to burst Into flame. 

The story adds that there has never 
been a thorough search made for bodies 
on the Gunness farm. The eleven bodies 
found eka | after the investigations of 
Ask Helgelein, brother of Andrew, re- 
sulted in the discovery that he and oth- 
ers had been murdered, were taken from 
‘soft places’ in the barnyard. Desultory 
search was made for other soft spots, and 


when none was found the search was 


abandoned. It is not certain, either, that 
Mrs. Gunness did not marry others than 
the three she is now known to have mar- 
ried and murdered. 

The main details of the confession of 
Lamphere, here made public for the first 
time, it is added, were told to H. 
Worden, attorhey for Lamphere, and to 
Ralph N. Smith, prosecuting attorney, 
who conducted the case for the State, 
which resulted tn the conviction of Lam- 
phere.

GAYNOR INTERVIEWS 
POLIGE CLUB VICTIMS 


Writes to Baker That the Sight Is 
““ Shocking,” and Demands 
Immediate Action. 


MR. MURPHY’S THIRD CALL 





Mayor Rather Amused by the Eager 
Questions About It, but It Was Ap- 
pointments They Discussed. 





Mayor Gaynor took up the question of 
clubbing of citizens by policemen yester- 
day, devoting the entire latter part of 
the day to two of the more recent vic- 
tims, He then wrote a letter to Police 
Commissioner Baker in which he ordered 
the practice stopped at once. The Mayor 
also called the case of Oscar Gregory, the 
principal witness before him, to the at- 
tention cf District Attorney Clarke ot 
Kings County. 

Gregory asserts that he was assaulted 
by Policeman Jamas Devon near a mov- 
ing picture theatre at Broadway and 
Myrtie Avenue, Brooklyn, on Monday 
night, He went to the City Hall accom- 
panied by his wife and lawyer. They 
were with the Mayor for nearly an hour. 
Gregory is a steamfitter, and lives at 100 
Hart Street, Brooklyn. His testimony was 
corroborated by Minnie Glass and Emlly 
Jack, who were with him and his wife 
when the alleged assault occurred, and 
by C. R. Baines, proprietor of the moving 
picture establishment. 

According to their story, Gregory and 
his party had just left the theatre and 
were waiting on the corner for a car when 
Devon ran up behind two young men who 
were passing and began to beat them. 
The women screamed and Gregory re- 
monstrated with the policemen. The lat- 
ter turned on him, and after beating him 
over the head with his club summoned a 
patrol wagon and. took him to the Ham- 
burg Avenue Police Station. 

There he was locked up, and Mrs. Greg- 
Ory says that when she appealed to the 
lieulenant on the desk for permission to 
Bee her nusband, who was badly hurt, 
she was refused. The story came out 
mext morning when Gregory was ar 
raigned before Magistrate O’Reilly. 

Tne Mayor heard the testimony of all 
the witucsses and promised Gregory that 
the matter would be thoroughly investi- 
gated, and then dictated his letter to the 
Police Commissioner. 


A young man, who wore a blood-stained 
eollar anc shirt, and whose head was 
bandages, was then shown 
into the Mavor by Secretary Adamson. 
Jie told the Mayor that he was Thomas 
Smith of 504 West Twentieth Street, and 
that he had been ussaulted by two detec- 
tives in front of the American Theatre at 
Forty-second Street and Eighth Avenue 
on Sunday night. 

The Mayor examined his bruises and 
told him to come back to-day with his 
witnesses, He told him that he wished to 
go into his case as thoroughly as he had 
that of Gregory, and that he would have 
more time for it to-day.

Please let Devo be brought to trial before 
your trial deputy In the shortest time possi- 
De and summarily dismissed if found 
guilty. Nothing short of dismissal will 
suffice in such cases. I am also calljng 
the attention of the District Attorney «ef?

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AUTOMOBILE LAWS 
MEET OPPOSITION 


Club Will Advocate Legislative 
Measures of Its Own, It 
Is Reported.

SOME DIVERGENT OPINIONS 











Owners Not in Favor of an Examina- 
tion for Chauffeurs—Plans for 
State Commission. 





There were indications yesterday that 
the committee appointed on Wednesday 
mt the conference at the headquarters 
of the National Highways Protective As- 
sociation to draft amendments to the au- 
tomobile law so as to put a curb on 
ppeecers, may meet with opposition when 
it comes to getting its recommendations 
before the Legislature. 

It developed that the Automobile Club 
of America has its own ideas about the 
Bort of legislation that should be enacted, 
@nd that they do not entirely conform 
te those expressed at the conference. 
There was a strong impression yesterday 
ghat, if the conference committee follows 
put the trend of sentiment of the confer- 
Frees, the Automobile Club will be against 
kt. 

The sense of Wednesday’s conference 
was that there should be a provision 
placed in the law requiring @ strict ex- 
@mination of chauffeurs. The Automobile 
Club, it develops, at a meeting held while 
the conference was going on, passed a 
resolution placing itself on record as op- 
posed to the examination of chauffeurs, 
this being declared ‘‘ impracticable.” 

The Automobile Club suggested in its 
resolution that there might be an amend- 
ment to the law giving authority to some 
State official to revoke licenses of chauf- 
feurs who prove themselves to be reckless 
or incompetent, but the club was opposed 
to having chauffeurs go through examina- 
tions to get licenses. In some other re- 
ppects the Automobile Club agreed with 
the expressed views at the conference, 
@s in the matter of having the numbers 
on machines enlarged and illuminated at 
night. 

Gen. George Moore Smith, one of the 
leaders of the Automobile Club, attended 
the conference at the National Highways 
Association, but it was recalled yesterday 
that he did not participate in the discus- 
gion. The only member of the club who 
did take any active part in the confer- 
ence was Jefferson De Mont Thompson, 
who came out for the examination of 
chauffeurs and the strictest sort of regu- 
lation as to the operation of cars. 

Mr. Thompson used to be one of the 
eee Club, but he has not taken a 
lively interest in its affairs in the last 
few years, and his ideas, it was said yes- 
terday, are not in sympathy with those 
of other members of the organization. 

Resigns from the Committee. 


He was appointed a member of the con- 
ference committee by Mr. Clews, but 
yesterday he sent in his resignation to 
Edward S. Cornell, Secretary of the High- 
ways Association, stating that business 
affairs would prevent him from serving.

Asked if the club might indorse recom- 
mendations of the Conference Commit- 
tee, provided they appeared to meet with 
the approval of all interests, Mr. Page 
replied: 

“We can’t cross any bridges in this 
matter. Let's see first what the com- 
mittee does.’”’ 

The Conference Committee is to or- 
ganize within a few days, with Col. 
Schuyler Crosby as Chairman, and it is 
expected that it will have completed a 
rough draft of amendments,to the auto- 
mobile law within two weeks, at the lat- 
est. As the committee was authorized 
to submit its recommendatioris directly 
to the Legislature, it will not be neces- 
sary to call another session of the con- 
ference to approve tts draft. 

From all] that can be learned, the com- 
mittee will favor a@ provision in the auto- 
mobile law requiring such examinations 
of chauffeurs as are made compulsory 
in England and France. In both coun- 
tries those desiring to run automobiles, 
whether they are owners or chauffeurs, 
are required to give an exhibition of 
their skill and knowledge of the mechan- 
ism of their cars in the presence of a 
representative of the Police Department. 

If they show themselves’ capable, 
licenses are issued, always in the names 
of individuals, the cars being registered. 
Any failure on Ahe part of the driver of 
an automobile to have his license in his 
possession when it is demanded by a 
policeman, as in the event of arrest, con- 
stitutes an offense, carrying with it a 
fine. 

The Highways Association has obtained 
copies of all the foreign laws: pertaining 
to automobile traffic, and they will be 
turned over to the committee. The as- 
sociation has announced itself as in favor 
of a State commission to have charge of 
the licensing of drivers of cars and the 
revocation of licenses, but it is not known 
that the majority of the committee favors 
that Agen 

It {s possible that the committee will 
recommend that the matter of licenses 
be placed entirely in the hands of the 
police of the different cities instead of 
the commission. Police Commissioner Ba- 
ker is said to have expressed the opinion 
that the police would be better able to 
handle the licensing than a commission. 

The Conference Committee will go ahead 
with its work regardless of the three bills 
introduced in the Legislature on Wednes- 
day night. Thosebills incorporate some 
of tHe features that were favored at the 
conference, but not one of them has all 
the provisions that the committee is ex- 
pected to decide upon. 

In the last few years there have been 
many bills providing for amendments to 
the automobile law that have been killed 
in the Senate or Assembly. Six years

AS CHANLER FOUND IT 


‘Sheriff Bob’ Tells How Manning 
Planned to Create Presidential 
Sentiment for His Brother. 








HELPED PARKER AND KEAN 





Manning, Sheriff Chanler Testifies, 
Said He Had Put Them in Nomination 
and Could Do the Same for Chanler.

Robert Chanler, ex-Assemblyman and 
Sheriff of Dutchess County, and at pres- 
ent a member of the Democratic State 
Committee, was the principal witness 
called by the defense yesterday in the 
action brought against Lewis Stuyvesant 
Chanler by William F. Clark for services 
performed in connection with thé ex- 


Lieutenant Governor’s Presidential boom. | 


Throughout his testimony Sheriff Chanler 
referred to the defendant as ‘‘ my brother 
Lewis.” His excited manner kept the 
courtroom in @e state of suppressed merri- 
ment, and even “brother Lewis” had 
to hide his face to conceal his amusement. 

Sheriff Chanler testified that he met 
William T. Manning, who, according to 
the Chanlers, was the leading figure in 
his brother’s Presidential boom, at Great 
Neck, L. I., in September, 1907. He had 
gone to Great Neck at the request of 
William Astor Chanler to discuss the 
advisability of launching the boom. Will- 
iam Astor Chanler, his wife, Sidney Har- 
ris, and Manning were present. Manning, 
Chanler said, would bring about a Presi- 
dential boom, providing the Chanler fam- 
ily would lend him $10,000 to start with. 
He promised to return the $10,000 after 
the boom had been launched. 

“Who was to pay the expenses of 
booming your brother Lewis for the Pres- 
idency?’’ asked Clarence J. Shearn, coun- 
sel for Clark. 

‘‘“Why, Manning said the favorite sons 
would get together to stop the nomina- 
tion of Bryan. There’d be Douglas of 
Massachusetts, Gray of Delaware, Har- 
mon of Ohio, Johnson of Minnesota, and 
my brother Lewis of New York. Their 
friends would get up a general pot or con- 
tribution fund to pay expenses and pre- 
vent Bryan’s nomination, Manning said.”’ 

‘‘Did Mr. Manning tell you how he ex- 
pected to do this? ’”’ 

‘Manning told me that he had pro- 
moted the nomination of Parker for the 
Presidency, and could do the same thing 
for my brother Lewis. He said he had 
helped Senator Kean of New Jersey get 
elected, and that he had assisted Mr. Bel- 
mont get the Indiana delegation away 
from Bryan on the train going to the 
convention.”’ 

“What chance did you think your 
brother Lewis had to become President? ’”’ 

“Well, Manning said the people “were 
tired of Bryan, and that they were tired 
of Roosevelt and the Republican Party, 
and there was a chance for a good con- 
seryative Democrat like my brother 
Lewis to come forward at the psycholog- 
ical moment.”

‘‘Gives Fur Overcoat to Shivering Outcast 
on Bitter Winter’s Night,” ‘* Advises the 
Governor on Matters of State,’’ and ‘ Ad- 
dresses Members of the State Grange,”’ 
were among the headings. 

The deposition of Augustin J. Powers, 
President of a photo-engraving company, 
who is now’talking a course of treatment 
at Muldoon’s, was read.

Prisoners Held for Desertion Sawed 
Through Cell Window and Lowered 
Themselves with a Rope. 





A cordon of soldiers surrounded Gov- 
ernors Island last night to warn off all 
shipping, and to prevent, if possible, the 
escape from the military station of two 
prisoners who got out of their cells in 
Castle Williams yesterday. The men got 
away by sawing the bars from a@ window, 


and lowering themselves to the ground 
by a@ rope, he plan was well thought 
out, and the officers belleve that both 
prisoners got away from the island in 
the day. 

The escaped men, whom the police are 
also asked, to look out for, are William 
J. Laughlin, a former member of Troop 
F, Seventh Cavalry, awaiting trial on a 
charge of desertion, and Charles R. Dale, 
who was serving five years‘for deserting 
from the Second Recruiting Company, at 
Fort Slocum. The man was still classed 
as a recruit, and was not assigned to 
any branch of the service when he ran 
away. Laughlin, before enlistment, was 
a cowboy, and Dale was a clerk in’ Pitts- 


urg. 

Dale is also known as Allen, and has 
a bad record. He deserted, was recap- 
tured, and after trial sentenced to five 
years’. imprisonment. He escaped some 
months ago, but was speedily recaptured. 
He was awaiting trial for prison break- 
ing when he escaped yesterday. 

The men escaped some time between 
6:10 and 6:45 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Both turned out for roll call in the morn- 
ing. Dale wore leg irons, as a precau- 
tion against anceps. Half an hour after 
roll call {it was discovered that they had 
eluded the vigilance of the guards, and 
were gone. T'hree sawed iron bars and 
a dangling rope told the story of how 
they had made their break for freedom. 

Among the soldiers the affair was the 
principal subject of conversation. Both 
men after they answered the roll call, 
were locked up in a cell at the top of the 
three tiers in the prison. This room had 
been. used by a man with consumption, 
and the window had been taken out to 
afford plenty of air. The men had been 
there before, and it is pretty certain that 
they have been engaged for some time in 
sawing the bars. They used a small saw, 
and this and the rope were left behind.

WANTS STATETOOWN 
SARATOGA SPRINGS 


Commission’s Plan for Purchase 
and Administration In Co- 
operation with Village. 








COST WOULD BE $1,750,000 
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An Asset of Material and Permanent 
Benefit to the State, the Com- 
mission Argues.

ALBANY, Jan. 13.—The acquisition by 
purchase of all the mineral springs at 
Saratoga, including those owned by the 
carbonic gas companies, and the restora- 
tion of the village as the renowned health 
resort it once was, are recommended in a 
preliminary report submitted to the Lesgi- 
lature to-day by the Commissioners of 
the State Reservation at Saratoga 
Springs, appointed under a law enacted 
last year. 

The presentation of the report recalls 
the recent death of Spencer Trask, the 
New York banker, in a railway accident 
while on his way from Saratoga to New 
York. Mr. Trask was Chairman of the 
commission, and it appears from the re- 
Guys before his death, that the railroad 
port, which was signed by him three 
jeurney was undertaken by the banktr 
to enable him to make some final correc- 
tions on the printed proofs in New York. 

The recommendations made by the com- 
mission would commit the State to a 
much larger scheme of ownership and 
improvement than was contemplated 
originally. In the act passed last year, 
$600,000 was appropriated. Under a tenta- 
tive plan submitted with the report an 
additional appropriation of $900,000 by 
the State would be required, while Sara- 
toga Village would be called upon to fur- 
nish $250,000 for property and improve- 
ments necessary to the best use of the 
springs. 

If this plan is followed, the healing 
waters of the once famous Spa would be 
dispensed under the joint auspices of 
State and village, the co-operative feat- 
ure to be attained by making the Presi- 
dent of. Saratoga Village an ex officio 
member of the State Commission. But the 
properties, whether acquired by State or 
village funds, are to be administered as 
a unit, to be known as the State Reser- 
vation of Saratoga Springs. 


Why Larger Sum Is Needed. 


The Commissioners more than intimate 
in their report that this larger expendi- 
ture on the part of the State will be de- 
manded chiefly on account of the policy 
adopted by the gas companies, whose in- 
terests are promoted in and out of the 
Senate by Senator Edgar T. Brackett of 
Saratoga. Senator Brackett introduced 
the bill creating the commission in the 
upper house at the last session. If that 
measure had been passed in its original 
form it would have carried an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000. This sum, 


to the report, would have peen more than 
enough to purchase the land owned by 
the gas pumping concerns at their own 
—— at a time when the pumping 
of gas had caused such damage to adja- 
cent springs, not owned by these con- 
cerns, as to prompt the-courts to issue 
a permanent injunction prohibiting con- 
tinuance of gas extraction. 

The report goes on to say that despite 
the fact that there has been one adjudica- 
tion of contempt by the Supreme Court 
for disobedience of the injunction the 
pumping still is carried on. The product 
is not, as formerly, put on the market, 
but the pumping is continued ‘“ for sheer 
waste which the companies claimed to be 
within their right of private ownership.”’ 
The prohibition of the act of 1908 and the 
prohibition of the injunction were, so the 
companies insist, directed against pump- 
ing Only in case the water or gas ex- 
tracted was sold for use off of the prem-

In conclusion, we feel bound to deblare 
our belief that, when the Legislature shall 
realize the great value which the remarka- 
ble and even wonderful group of Saratoga 
Springs will have if and when admin- 
istered so as to get the best of which 
each spring is capable without interference 
with other springs or risk of deterioration 
by surrounding conditions; when there shall 
be recalled the crowded measure of the 
former pilgrimage to Saratoga from other 
States ond foreign countries, and the extent 
of the business which the healing qualities 
of these waters and the general , repute 
which they gave Saratoga once brought to 
that village and to the State, and which 
can be restored and. greatly augmented; 
hwen it shall be further realized that, at a 
relatively very moderate cost, the State can 
secure an asset which, on the money side 
—that is to say, as an income producing 
property—would probably be worth no less 
than the expenditure, and which, over and 
above the money return, would be of ma- 
terial and permanent benefit to the State— 
we can hardly doubt that the Legislature 
wlil do what, in its wisdom, shall seem 
best to effect the results of the plan we pro- 
pose.

CIVIL SERVICE BILLS IN. 


Several Changes in Laws Asked—Leg- 
islature Holds Brief Session, 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan, 13.—Short sessions were 
held in both the Senate and the Assembly 
to-day, virtually finishing the legislative 
work of the week. In the upper house a 
fuw bills were introduced and several of 
the Governor’s recess appointments were 
received for confirmation. The Senate 
received also the nomination of Dean C. 
C. Alden of Buffalo to be a member of 
the State Commission on Uniform Laws 


in place of W. H. Hotchkiss of Buffalo, 
who resigned. Mr. Alden was formerly 
the Governor’s counsel. Mr. Hotchkiss is 
now State Superintendent of Insurance. 

In the Assembly Lindon Bates, Jr., of 
New York, introduced a series of meas- 
ures favored by the Civil Service Reform 
Association. One provides for a fixed 
term of six years for the members of the 
State Civil Service Commission, and pro- 
tects them against summary removal by 
reauiring the Governor to state his rea- 
sons and give to the Commissioner an op- 
purtunity to reply to any charges, 

In other bills the Municipai Civil Serv- 
ice Commission receive powers of enforce- 
ment and investigation similar to those 
possessed now by the State Board. The 
bills also provide greater powers for tax- 
payers to bring actions to restrain the 
payment of compensation to persons vio- 
lating the civil service rules, 

Assemblyman James S. Parker of Wash- 
ington County introduced a bill amending 
the Public Service Commissions law fol- 
lowing the form of a bill reported last 
year by the Judiciary Committees of the 
Legislature. One of the provisions of the 
bill would give to the commission in New 
York City power to re-establish the trans- 
fer system which has been discontinued 
there. Another gives the commission 
jurisdiction over ferries other than munic- 
ipal ferries. 

The Public Service Commissions at pres- 
ent are preparing another bill to amend 
the public service law along the lines in- 
dicated in the report of the First District 
Commission, which was printed in THE 
Times this morning. 

Another bill introduced to-day by Mr. 
Parker is designed to establish a new 
Siate Department of Industries and Im- 
migration, to be managed by a Commis- 
sioner appointed by the Governor. . The 
chief duty of the department is to be in- 
vestigation of conditions and the promo- 
tion of the welfare and industrial oppor- 
tunities of aliens within the State.

While investigating conditions for the 
Consumers’ League, of which she is an 
officer, she was taken into custody with 
Rosie Gratz, a striker, on the street near 
one of the largest factories last Monday. 
At the police station it was learned that 
Miss Cochran was a person of social con- 
ee ge =p and after being detained in a 
cell for over an hour she was released 
and was even told by the police that she 
need not appear for a hearing the next 
morning. Miss Cochran, on finding that 
Miss Gratz was to be detained, refused to 
leave the station until the young striker 
was also released, with the understand- 
ing that she, too, would not have to ap- 
pear before a Magistrate. 

Miss Cochran ts still carrying on her 
investigations, but in the neighborhood in 
which her arrest occurred, it is said, the 
police are very careful about whom they 
take into custody, without definite cause.

Woman’s Auxillary Has Established 
That—Vivisection Inquiry to Include 
Rockefeller Institute Cruelty Charges.

The Socicty for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals, at its annual meeting 
yesterday, appointed a committee of three 
to investigate and report on the advisa- 
bility of obtaining an act of the Legis- 
lature authorizing the Governor to ap- 
point a permanent commission to super- 
vise vivisection in the State. The com- 
mittee was also authorized to investigate 
recently published charges of needless 
cruelty to animals in the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, made under oath by a former 
sweeper and assistant nurse at that in- 
stitution. 

The proposed legislative act on the ad- 
visability of which the committee is to 
report, provides among other things, that 
no vivisection be practiced in the State 
for the purpose of demonstrating scientif- 
fic facts already known unless the ani- 
mals operated on be kept under anaes- 
thetics throughout the operation and im- 
mediately afterward be put painlessly to 
death. The ‘‘open door” to all institu- 
tions where vivisection is performed, is 
also provided for. The resolution was not 
adopted without opposition. In a spirited 
debate Henry Bergh, Treasurer of the 
society, told his fellow-officers that the 
introduction of the vivisection question 
threatened to bring on “civil war’ in 
the society. 

The resolution was offered by Leonard 
E. Opdycke. Here it is: 

Scope of the Inquiry. 

Resolved, That John H. Iselin, Jefferson 
Seligman, and Lorillard Spencer, Jr., con- 
‘titute a committee to report, with all con- 
venient speed, to the board of this society 
as to the advisability of securing a legis- 
lative act providing: 

1. That the Governor appoint an unpaid 
continuing commission to consist of say 
seven members of whom three shall be 
nominated by the State (or some other) 
medical association, three nominated by the 
A. S. P. Cc. A., and one nominated by ma- 
jority vote of the other six. 

2. That no vivisection shall be practiced 
within the State except on premises desig- 
nated by the commission, 

3. That no vivisection shall be practiced 
within the State for the purpose of demon- 
stratine facts already known, unless all 
enimals used therefor be rendered and kept 
completely unconscious of pain during the 
entire demonstration. and then immediately 
and painlessly put to death, and unless also 
reasonable free public access be given to 
al] such demonstrations. 

4. That no vivisection for 
fhall be practiced within the 
under such expert inspection 
mission shall prescribe. 

5. That violation,.of the new act shall 
constitute a felony. 

6. That the new act shall take effect July 
i, 1910. and remain operative, any pro- 
visions of pre-existing law to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The committee appointed is composed of 
Sohn H. Iselin, Jefferson Seligman, and 
Lorillard Spencer, Jr. They will begin at 
once.

**T hope this question of vivisection will 
mot be brought before the society,’’ said 
Treasurer Bergh. ‘** There 
differences of opinion on that subject that 
I am afraid it will work to the disadvan- 


tage of the organization. I am opposed to 
vivisection without restriction, but we 
should be very careful what action we 
take to-day. I think it would be wise for 
this society to keep aloof from the dis- 
cussion.’’ 

Archer M. Huntington objected to the 
third provision in the resolution. Presi- 
dent Alfred Wagstaff fidgeted in his 
chair and looked uneasy. Mr. Opdycke 
replied to Mr. Huntington. 

“This pnoposed legislation is a com- 
promise to meet the demands of doctors 
and of the humanitarians,”’ said Mr. 
Opdycke. ‘T do not think the striking 
out of the third provision is advisable. 
The principle involved 1s too_ serious, 
Vivisection is often unnecessarily done. 
Ther> are often many demonstrations 
where one would do. When men get 
behind locked doors and do what they 
want to do, what they do is seriously 
affected by the fact that the door is 
locked. *The gist of the third provision 
is to open the door. If there are twenty 
or so students looking on at such an 
operation, why not a few women or men 
who are not students?” 

De Witt J. Seligman 
as the committee was only to be ap- 
pointed to consider the advisability of 
certain legislation it was useless to strike 
out any of its provisions. \ Mr. Opdycke 
said that the drafters of the resolution 
had no intention of drafting a bill; the 
committee could do that. 

Mr. Huntington’s proposal to strike 
out Paragraph 3 was lost, and after the 
adoption of the resolution another was 
offered by De Witt J. Seligman to inves- 
tigate the charges of cruelty in the 
Rockefeller Institute. There were many 
noes when the vote was taken, but the 
President declared it carried.

Free Clinic for Dumb Beasts. 


Announcement was made at the meeting 
that the Women’s Auxillary of the society 
has established a free clinic and dis- 
pensary for animals at 325 Lafayette 
Street, where sick dogs and cats and 


horses can receive medical attention and 
be operated on if necessary. Mrs. James 
Speyer, President of the auxiliary, said 
that she and her fellow-workers had 
waited a long time for the men in the S. 
P. C. A. to establish such a free clinic, 
and that, as they had shown no inclina- 
tion to do so, the women had gone ahead 
and established it themselves. In her re- 
ort to the society she said that donations 
or the clinic, in money, fixtures, and fur- 
nishings, had been received, and that 
arrangements had been made for a staff 
to begin work right away. 
Minor operations on animals will be 
erformed at the clinic, but the Animal 
ospital of the ppg oe of operative 
surgery at Cornell University Medical 
School will perform all the major opera- 
tions. The clinic in Lafayette Street will 
be under the general supervision of 
Thomas F. McCarthy. Horses will be 
cared for by Dr. J. H. Forster, a veter- 
inary. Dr. Blaney will have charge of 
the dogs and cats. 


What the Society Has Done. 


President Wagstaff in his annual report 
said that owing to the work of the society 
the city is practically free from homeless 
dogs and cats. In the last year, he said, 
222,000 outcast dogs and cats were picked 
up by the society’s agents and either 
painlessly destroyed or placed in homes 
where they would be treated kindly.

Hears About Ancient Prejudices 
Against Women and Sees Metz Heckled 


Turning from the usual tricks of a 
Thirteen Club dinner, the breaking of 
mirrors, the spilling of salt and the eat- 
ing from miniature coffins everything 
that could be served in them, the mem- 
bers settled down at their twenty-elghth 
annual feast last night at the Hotel

leaders of the Woman’s Suffrage cause. 

Dixie Hines, the Chief Ruler of the club, 
who was installed by the retiring Chief 
Ruler, ex-Controller Metz, threw down teh 
gauntlet to the speakers. 

“If women have votes they must raise 
men to their level or descend to ours,’’ 
he declared. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, President of 
the International Women Suffrage Alli- 
ance, in speaking of the superstitions 
about women, told of a Papal bull, which 
Shut women from the universities in the 
eleventh century. It ran: ‘‘ Whereas 
women are the foundation of sin, the 
weapon of the devil, the cause of the ban- 
ishment from Paradise, for these reasons 
all association with her should be dili- 
gently avoided.”’ 

Moreover a gaint of the same period 
described her as “a necessary evil, a 
natural temptation, a desirable calamity, 
a domestic peril, a deadly fascination and 
@ painted ill.’’ Consequently women were 


sent from the seats of learning not to be 
admitted again for nearly 1,000 years. 

Mrs. Harriet Stanton Biatch, Presi- 
dent of the League of Self-Supporting 
Women, gave Mr. Metz a moment of- un- 
easiness by telling how she had regarded 
him as “the most violent man in New 
York when, upon a certain occasion, 
sne went to the City Hali to ask a Com- 
mittee on Charter Revision to place wo- 
men on the Board of Education.

THE BOSTGN ORCHESTRA. 


Beethoven’s “Eroica” Symphony Given 
—Remarkable Playing of Mischa Elman 


Mr. Fiedler put the centre of sravity at 
the beginning of his programme of the 
third evening concert of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, which 
evening in Carnegie Hall. It was 
Beethoven’s ‘‘ Enrica’’ symphony, Mr. 
Fiedler is not to be left behind in pro- 
viding “‘ readings ’’ of Beethoven; he pro- 
vided one for this symphony that had 
many variations of tempo, some of them 








was given last 


marked; many accentuations a very “ dra- 


matic ’’ conception of the funeral march; 
some doubling of the wood-wind choirs, 
and, all in all, a general overdoing of the 
whole. It is effective; the results of such 
procedures generally are, and it stirred 
the audience to enthusiastic applause. 
Mr. Fiedler’s plans were remarkabie well 
carried out by the orchestra with the 
utmost precision and smoothness, and in 
responding to the applause he not inap- 
propriately bowed to the orchestra him- 
self and then summoned them to rise and 
acknowledge the public applause. 

Mr. Mischa Elman was the soloist; he 
played Tschaikowsky’s violin concerto. Lt 
was his first appearance in New York on 
his return to America. 

His playing !ast season aroused much 
admiration, not unmixed with other emo- 
tions. He was an astounding virtuoso, 
and more than a virtuoso in his musical 
intelligence and keen  prescience, but 
there were serious faults of taste in his 
playing—ill results of his ‘‘infant prodi- 
gy’’ days, not long passed, and of the 
inevitable damage that such a career 
must inflict, until it is outgrown and 
thrown ‘off. Mr. Elman will arouse still 
more admiration on his present visit, and 
it will also be mingled with conflicting 
emotions, but to a less degree. He has 
advanced very materially in several 
ways, not only in a musical way, but 
even, if it were possible, in a technical. 
In that respect, his playing is of greater 
certainty and clarity than it was last 
year. A more extraordinary command of 
the technique of violin playing it is dif- 
ficult to imagine. A more wonderful left 
hand has rarely been possessed by any 
player, a left hand that can compass, 
apparently, everything upon the finger- 
beard of the instrument, with an unfail- 
ing clearness, accuracy, and speed in all 
the extraordinary combinations of tech- 
nical teats that Tschaikowski piled up 
in this concerto. The bow arm is of an 
elasticity, farmness, and power to match 
it. Technical accomplishment is taken 
tor granted in virtuosos to-day, but Mr. 
Jelman’'s is of an unusual sort. An almost 
absolute accuracy of intonation was 
shown in his playing last evening. At 
his previous visit he was known to play 
through a whole movement above the 
pitch. 

There were extravagance and overin- 
dulgence in tempo rubato in his playing 
of Tschaikowsky’s' concerto: alternate 
hurryings and lingerings that destroyed 
the rhythmic definition in the first move- 
ment. In the others there was less’ of 
all this. The composition invites it; it is 
rhapsodical, and, ‘especially in this first 
movement, has a vein of improvision; but 
Mr. Elman exceeded at times certain 
limits beyond which symmetry and co- 
herency were damaged. These are faults 
that injured his playing before, and they 
injure it now, remarkable as it is. They 
are faults of exuberant youth, and it is 
to be expected that they will be sloughed 
off as this boy, now 18 or 19, reaches 
maturity. They were in part, no doubt, 
fostered by the character of the music 
he was playing. Some may have object- 
ed to his posturings, which are unneces- 
sarily varied and picturesque; but these 
are of the same origin, and ought to find 
the same termination in a not distant 
future. 

Mr. Elman was, of course, most en- 
thusiastically. applauded and_ recalled 
again and again. The concert was brought 
to a close with Paul Dukas’s ingenious 
and picturesque scherzo, ‘“ L’Apprenti 
Sorcier,’’ illustrating a ballad by Goethe, 
a piece several times played here in re- 
cent years. 


MARY GARDEN GETS DECISION. 


Appraisers Sustain Her Contention 
That She Is a Non-Resident. 


By a decision of the Board of United 
States Appraisers rendered yesterday 
Mary Garden, the opera singer, wins her 
contention that she is a non-resident of 
this country, and will be given the amount 
of duty, about $2,000, which she paid un- 


der protest on her costumes, jewelry, and 
other personal property when she ar- 
rived here two months ago. 

The property was levied on by the cus- 
toms authorities on the ground that Miss 
Garden was a resident of Chicago within 
the two years provided by Treasury regu. 
lations as the time required to establish 
residence abroad. The singer’s lawyers 
asserted that her home was in Paris, and 
had been for the time fixed by the regu- 
lation; that she was not in this country 
as a resident at the time and place on 
which the customs officials based their 
claims of residence, but merely visiting 
here under contract with Oscar Hammer- 
stein. The appraiser sustained these 
claims,

Play a Sonata by Rachmaninoff at 
Mendelssohn Hall. 


Public chamber music concerts are giv- 
en more frequently than formerly in New 
York, but it can scarcely be presumed 
that the standard set at all these concerts 
is the same. The Tollefsen Trio added its 
part to the more serious concerts of the 
season last evening at Mendelssohn Hall. 

The programme intiuded Rubinstein’s 
trio in B flat, the Saint-Saéns trio in F, 
both familiar numbers, and a sonata by 
Rachmaninoff for ’cello and piano, which 
was said to have been played on this oc- 
casion for the first time here.

HOW HE HELPED ' PEARY 





One of the Speakers Suggests That 
Taft Should Pardon Charles 
W. Morse.

Simeon Ford appeared without his 
whiskers at the thirty-first annual din- 
ner of the Hotel Men’s Association at the 
Waldorf-Astoria last night, and was re- 
ceived with shouts of derision. Mr. Ford 
explained that he, like Peary, had dis- 
covered a pole, only he said the pole he 
had found was at Park Avenue and 
Forty-first Street, and had red and white 
stripes around it. 

The speaker added that he had never 
doubted that Peary would discover the 
pole since he trained at the hotel of 
which he was proprietor and confided to 
him on the eve of his departure that 
any one who could stand its rigors for 
two years would find nothing in the 
frozen North to daunt him 

The hotel men and their guests, 700 in 
all, including Supreme Court Justices, 
city officials, members of the Legislature, 
and prominent business men of city and 
State, had their feast in the grand ball- 
room of the Waldorf, with Proprietor 
George C. Boldt, President of the associa- 
tion, presiding until he gave place to Mr. 
Ford, the toastmaster, 


Mr. Boldt said that the year 1909 had 
been a kind one to hotel men here. 
Turning from words of congratulation, he 
had something to say to members of the 
Legislature present regarding the prohibi- 
tion movement. 


“To you, gentlemen of the Legislature, 
who have honored us with your presence,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ let me say that there are hotel 
men here from nearly every part of the 
State; that harmony and unanimity of 
purpose exists among us; that we repre- 
sent a good many hundred millions of cap- 
ital invested in a business perfectly legiti- 
mate in every respect; that hotels and 
good inns are of benefit to every com- 
munity, and last but not least, that the 
liquor interests are a necessary adjunct 
to this business, and not the main object 
of it. 


Asks Only Fair Laws. 


“Also, let me assure you that this as- 
sociation only stands for that which is 
fair and just and lawful—all the more 
reason therefore that we jealously guard 
and care for our interests and rights, and 


ask our legislators to put no laws upon 
the statute books which are unfair or un- 
just.’’ 

All seriousness among the guests dis- 
appeared when Mr. Ford, presented by 
Mr. Boldt, loomed up at the far right end 
of the speakers’ table with his whiskers 
missing. He was received with hand- 
clapping and shouts of laughter. 

**I contributed in my humble way to- 
ward the discovery of the pole,’’ said Mr. 
Ford. ‘‘I gave Peary my best wishes and 
a copy of that great work which contains 
the cream of my after-dinner speeches. 
Peary used to read it to the Eskimos dur- 
ing the long arctic night, and when the 
Spring tame they were willing and 
anxious to go out and risk their lives on 
the ice floe, providing Peary would shut 
off his flow. 

‘**“Just before Peary got there a Brook- 
lyn gentleman named Cook discovered the 
pole from a distance of sever&al hundred 
miles. His evesight had been trained 
Gown at Bradley’s watching the little 
cate ball drop into the wrong compart- 
ment. ' 

‘Scientists have demonstrated that at 
the time Cook discovered the pole he was 
headed for Palm Beach and going strong, 
but chancing to glance cver his shoulder 
—his left shoulder—ne thought he saw 
something which smelled like a pole.

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ONE SURVIVOR OF WRECK. | SEEK CROTON WRECK CAUSE. 





Twenty-nine Men Drowned Off the 
Coast of Oregon.

Jan. 13.—Harry 
first assistant engineer, is the 
survivor of the wreck of «he iron 
steamer Czarina, which yesterday drove 
on the North Spit of the Coos Bay bar, 
with a loss of thirty lives. Heroic, but 
efforts were made by the United 
life-saving crew and citizens of 
Marshfield to help the doomed ship’s com- 
pany, several of whom clung to the rig- 
ging all last night. 

Kentzell’s escape was remarkable. When 
the ship piled on the rocks, he and six 
others took to the rigging of the fore- 
mast. Wave after wave smashed over the 
vessel. Finally a tremendous wave broke 
over the ship, and Kentzell and his com- 
panions were washed from their places. 


Kentzell was swept toward land time and 
again, but he was often carried out to sea 
by shifting currents, until he got hold of 
a piece of timber and was slowly driven 
shoreward. 

As he neared the beach consciousness 
left him, and he knew nothing more until 
he was revived on the beach. He had 
been brought back to life after several 
hours of vigorous treatment. 

It was believed last night that all of 
those who had been on the Czarina were 
dead except Kentzell. But at dawn six 
forms were seen in the rigging. The gale 
did not abate. At last one of the six 
men dropped into the sea. Soon another 
tumbled into the water, and then a third 
fell. A little later the watchers on shore 
saw through the glasses the last three 
men, as if by agreement, shed themselves 
of their heavier clothing and spring into 
the boiling sea. They were not seen again, 

The Czarina left Marshfield yesterday in 
the face of a storm for San Francisco. 
Suddenly a series of big seas struck the 
vessel, pitching her about but she con- 
tinued to fight her way on toward the 
open sea. Then the rudder apparently 
broke. The vessel drifted on North Spit. 
A tugboat was sent out but had to return. 
The life-saving crew made several at- 
tempts to fire life lines over the steamer, 
but all fell short. 


TILDEN’S OLD SERVANT DEAD. 


Henry Graham Gilbert Served the Gov- 
ernor as Body Guard. 








Henry Graham Gilbert, 68 years old, a 
mulatto body servant who was employed 
in the familles of Gov. Samuel Tilden, 
Col. William Jay, the Mollers, the Bige- 
lows. and for twelve years by G. Fred- 
erick Kunz, and who died Tuesday, will 
be buried this afternoon at 1 o’clock from 
an undertaking establishment at 352 East 
145th Street. 

The old servant, who could neither read 
nor write, knew many of the most proml- 
nent Democrats of the country. He was 
a person of vast discretion and diplomacy. 
it was he who answered the calls at tne 
front door of Gov. Tilden’s house. It was 
his rule never to admit a caller to the 
Governor until he had got the previous 
caller out. He was a prominent figure 
at Mr. Tilden’'s funeral, and was a bene- 
ficiary in his will in the sum of $1,000. 

Gilbert was born in Hampton, Va., about 
1842. His father brought him North when 
he was a boy, and he began service early 
with prominent families in the city. The 
old mulatto used to tell the Columbia 
boys of the Zeta Psi fraternity, whose 
chapter house he had charge of in 150o, 
that he went to the war with Col. Jay. 
He and another servant of the Colonel, 
an Irishman, went into the first battle 
of Bull Run, Gilbert said, and were the 
first to reach Washington after the Fed- 
eral flight from the field,

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NATIONAL INCORPORATION. 

The Administration’s National Incor- 
poration bill, printed in full in THe 
TimmMgs yesterday, shows what the law- 
yers can do when they lay hold of the 
Constitution of the United States. If 
this bill shall be enacted, and by the 
court declared to be a Constitutional 
statute, then all restraints are removed, 
all State rights must be held hereafter 
on sufferance, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment will become one not of lIim- 
ited but of unlimited powers. It is 
under the pretense that the chartering 
of corporations is a necessary means 
to the execution of the powers of Con- 
gress over inter-State commerce that 
this bill is urged to enactment. Yet 
corporations invited to take advantage 
of its provisions are not corporations 
engaged in inter-State commerce; they 
are manufacturing corporations, pro- 
ducing corporations. Manufacture and 
production are not to-day, and never 
have been, a part of that inter-State 
commerce which Congress has power 
to regulate. It is by a ruthless strain- 
ing and stretching of the language and 
the grant of powers in the Constitution, 
and by an unwarrantable broadening 
of judicial interpretations thereof, that 
the Administration seeks to arrogate 
to the Federal Government the powers 
that would be exercised under this bill. 

Hitherto Congress has authorized the 
granting of Federal powers only to | 
corporations that were instruments of | 
the Government, or were clearly and |

Governmental functions, for the dis- 
charge of which the Bank was a direct 
and necessary instrument. MARSHALL 
held that the power to incorporate the 


Bank might “pass as incidental to | 





those powers which are expressly given, | 


if it be a direct mode of executing | 
them.” The transcontinental railroads | 
were chartered as territorial corpora- | 
tions; where they passed through States | 
they operated under State charters or | 
by State permission. Other lines of | 
communication, like bridges, have ean 
chartered because they afford the 
means for inter-State communication. 
The National banks were incorporated 
to create a great and gure market for 
Government bonds to be used as the 
basis of note issues. When it was ob- 
jected that Congress had no power to 
create such corporations, Senator Sum- 
NER set up the all-sufficlent and im- 
pregnable justification that the intent 
of the bill was to create “an immense 
instrument for National credit,” which, 
he said, was as much a National instru- 
ment as a navy yard, an arsenal, or 
a mint. ‘Where will be your nuvy 
yard, your arsénal, or your mint if 
the credit of this country is to fail?” 
‘he asked. 

No man in the Senate or out of it will 
Be able to make such a defense of Mr. 
WICKERSHAM’s National Incorporation 
bill. Other means exist for the regu- 
lation of inter-State commerce. Na- 
tional charters are not a necessary and 
not a direct means to that end. The 
enactment of this bill would be, of 
course, a fundamental and revolution- 
ary change in our Federal system of 
Government. It would accomplish a 
political transformation so momentous 
that nothing we have ever done since 
the adoption of the Constitution could 
be compared with it. If this be Consti- 
tutional, then it becomes quite impos- 
sible to say what measure would be 
unconstitutional. The Anti-Trust act 
declares that ‘‘every person who shall 
monopolize or attempt to monopolize 
* * * any part of trade or commerce 
among the several States” is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Private property 
isa monopoly. Every person who owns 
private property monopolizes some part 
of the corhmodities that might enter 
into inter-State commerce. To enact 
that private property is and remains 
abolished would be but a step, and 
not so very long a step, beyond the 
doctrine of the Administration’s Na- 
tional Incorporation bill. The pretense 
that the abolition of private property 
is essential to the full regulation of 
inter-State commerce would be as meri- 
torious, and as accordant with human 
reason and common sense, as the pre- 
tense set up in justification of this 
amazing measure.

without bound or limit. Section 7 con- 
tains this clause: ; 

Any corporation organized hereunder 
may acquire and hold not less than a 
majority of the capital stock of a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of 
any State or Territory and engaged 
only in the manufacture within such 
State of articles or commodities which 
the corporation formed under this act 
uses or proposes to use in the inter- 
State or international trade or com- 
merce conducted by it. 

Is this a way of escape from the court 
decree ordering the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil Company? Would not 
this provision of the bill give Federal 
sanction to the Sugar Trust, as now 
organized; to the Steel Trust, to the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, to all the great trusts and 
combinations that have been built up 
by acquiring the stock of minor cor- 
porations all over the country? If the 
bill is to be made applicable to rail- 
roads, Mr. Hitt could at once recon- 
stitute the 
pany, and neither Minnesota nor any 
other State could molest him. It will 
be observed that the States are de- 
prived of any visitorial powers over 
a Federal corporation. It will be noted, 
too, that the bill vests in the Commis- 
sioner of Corporations the power to ap- 
point receivers of insolvent concerns. 
That is a power hitherto invested in 
the courts, and receivers have always 
been court officers.

The Sugar Trust’s report for 1909 | 
assures the stockholders that ‘the 
year has been a prosperous one. The 
dividends have been fully earned.” 
This is gratifying. Otherwise 18,484 
stockholders must have had a feeling 
uncommonly like that of the receiver 
of stolen goods. When a corporation 
makes a report without a figure in it 
to show the total of profits, or their 
source, and when that same corpora- 
tion is known to have refunded mill- 
ions in recompense of that meanest of 
thefts—the evasion of just taxes—and 
when the servants of such a company 
have been sentenced for their crimes, 
it requires a pretty robust conscience 
to accept the tendered dividends.

at Last. National Highways  Pro- 
tective Association hardly anything was 
said about fixed and arbitrary speed regu- 
lations as a preventive of automobile ac- 
cidents. Almost all of our past legisla- 
ticn, State and municipal, on this sub- 
ject, has been based on the delusion that, 
if motor cars could be made to go slowly 
all the time, danger from their use would 
be eliminated. Of course, if they were 
forced to go slowly enough there would 
be no accidents, but by speed Iimitation 
alone no large degree of safety can be 
attained without a rigid and successful 
enforcement of rates which would ruin 
all the automobile makers by depriving 
automobiling of the pleasures and utill- 
ties which reconcile its votaries to its 
cost. 

Experience has taught, however, that 
speed regulations are neither enforced nor 
observed with any consistency, the suffi- 
cient reason being that danger and speed 
are by no means interchangeable terms, 
while danger and incompetency, unin- 
telligence and disregard for the rights of 
others most distinctly are. The present 
tendency, therefore, is to say little about 
speed limits and much about the issuance 
and revocation of licenses. The plan of 
licensing anybody with $2 and of never

amateur, are even more interested than 
{is the general public in substituting for 
this absurd system one under which a 
license could be obtained only after a 
demonstration of competence and could 
be retained only as long as it was not 
misused.

Mr. Braniff Resents 'Vhat He Thinks 
Are Unfair Reports. 


T' the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been aware of the malicious prop- 
aganda which, in the shape of stories, 
articles, photographs, &c., has fourfd its 
way of late to the American public, and 
have been sorry to observe that, in the 
absence of generalized, authentic informa- 
tion, such stuff has been more or less 
taken for the truth. 

It is not my purpose, unless later it 
should become necessary, to consider the 
whys and wherefores of this propaganda, 
nor to comment on the unfortunate con- 
dition of things that, under the guise of 
freedom of press and opinion, permits 
anybody to say and publish practically 
anything, either directly or by implication, 
without the slandered or libeled party 
having the stightest chance of obtaining 
retribution, or the party going to fail 
when he fails to substantiate his charges. 

Neither will I bear on the morbid con- 
dition of the public in general that wel- 
comes and is ready to give credence to 
anything sensational, simply because it 
causes a commotion; and thus again the 
injured party has no chance to explain 
his side of the case, inasmuch as this 
same public does not want reasons or ex- 
planations; it simply wants emotions. 

With great surprise I have read a state- 
ment made by Mr. Hinshaw, Representa- 
tive of Nebraska, concerning the pending 
trial in Mexico of an American named 
Cook, whose-brotherhood has been very 
active and forward of late in endeavoring 
to get him free, to the effect that “he is 
getting weary, &c.,’’ that he ‘‘ does not 
know how generally the ill-treatment of 
Americans is practiced in Mexico,’ and 
that he is *‘ extremely anxious to find out, 
and proposes if necessary to urge Congres- 
sional action leading to an investigation! ”’ 

A more unfair and uncalled for utter- 
ance it is difficult for me to conceive, and 
I consider it all the more improper as 
coming from a high, representative Amer- 
ican, from whom great discretion is ex- 
pected, especially toward a most friendly, 
well-meaning, and enlightened neighbor. 

I have determined to unofficially answer 
Mr, Hinshaw’s query with reference to his 
extreme anxiety concerning the treatment 
of Americans in Mexico, and I am en- 
titled fully to be considered as impartial 
in view of all the antecedents of birth, 
training, business associations, tastes, en- 
deavors, &c., that bind me most intimately 
and kindly to Americans. 

Let it be known that the friendship and 
encouragement from our Government to- 
ward Americans, and the welcome that 
always is extended toward them—the re- 
spectable ones—is long ago a matter of 
fact with us in Mexico, and those that 
have not been happy or have not pros- 
pered need only blame their own failings. 

We have a type of so-called Americans 
that all real Americans would be ashamed 
to acknowledge as compatriots. These 
persons, of whom a great many are there, 
and ali the way down to South America 
hide their faces, and who carry assumed 
names, and even assumed faces, cause 
constant trouble and worry. When caught 
they instantly start a big howl, and be- 
gin to talk Americanship, &c., and many 
a time our Governors and other author- 
ities have had both their hands up to 
their head on hearing that ‘‘an Ameri- 
can’’ has been ‘‘run in,” because they 
know what that means. 

Coming to the Cook issue, the courts 
will, of course, pass judgment on him, and 
I can anticipate that he will be accord- 
ed. as customary, at least all the bene- 
fits of the doubt and others that the 
law may concede; and, as to the long in- 
vestigation leading to the trial, be sure 
that his case has been handled at least 
as promptly as would have been the case 
were he a Mexican, which ts all that can 
be reasonably expécted, even assuming 
that the overzealous efforts of his broth- 
erhood may have all been made in good 
faith and with the intent of helping jus- 
tice, rather than otherwise. 

Mexico only asks that she be dealt 
with fairly and be frankly recog- 
nized as an enlightned and rapidly 
progressing nation. If she has yet a 
tremendous task before her, a great deal 
still to correct and accomplish, and if she 
will sometimes possibly blunder here or 
there. as also blunder the most enlight- 
ened of countries, let not this be a basis 
on which her detractors and evil wishers 
will successful cast discredit upon her. 

And we hope—in fact, we know—that all 
fair-minded Americans, who are, fortu- 
nately, as I know them, in the extreme 
majority, will give the He to all these 
evil wishers by extending to their south- 
ern neighbor a@ warm, solid handshake. 
thus generalizing and emphasizing the 
good-wiil of which the late handshake 
across the Rio Grande border was the 
emblem.

The conditions are not alarming or 
horrifying; they may be improved in some 
directions, as, for example, the more rigid 
control of proprietary remedies. 

Next May the general convention for 
the Revision of the United States Phar- 
macopoeie. meets in Washington. This 
body is made up of representatives of 
&ll of our medical and pharmaceutical 
colleges and associations, the American 
Chemical Society, the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army and Navy, as well as 
the Marine Hospital Service. The public 
may well trust that their interests will 
be well guarded, and if any legislation is 
necessary this body is most capable of as- 
suming such responsibilities.

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

With respect to the statements in your 
columns of this date by Dr. George C. 
Diekman, Secretary of the College of 
Pharmacy, I would reply that they really 
da not answer the questions that arise 
from the Coudrey bill, which bill is an 
amendment to standardize all agents used 
as medicaments. 

I am familiar with the fact that this 
State’s laws governing the manufacturing 
and dispensing of drugs or other medical 
agents is more satisfactory than the laws 
in many Siates, or than the Federal laws. 
But the statements by Dr. Diekman do 
not answer the issue, which is that prefer- 
ably the Federal Government shall create 
a reference authority for all agents used 
as médicaments, and standardize them as 
completely as is practicable. 

Dr. Diekman’s statements about the 
‘““danger from the physicians’’ seem to 
express disparagement of the medical 
profession, ang they volunteer to tell the 
physician what he should do as a thera- 
pist. It seems to me that Dr. Diekman, 
speaking as a pharmacist, is going’ dan- 
gerously out of his way to interfere with 
the physician’s business. As a matter of 
fact, what he says is an evasion of the 
fundamental question: Shall there be one 
standard for all agents used as medica- 
ments? 

This gentleman’s statements do not de- 
viate from most current criticisms of 
Representative Coudrey’s bill. He tries 
to deflect the public’s thought from the 
single and simple issue. People do not 
realize that many drugs are on the mar- 
ket without any standard and are not 
considered by the Federal law as adulter- 
ated if they conform to their declared 
standards—no matter how many or how 
dangerously confusing these standards be. 
He also does not seem to appreciate that 
the average druggist is a conscientious 
buyer, and often innocently, so far as 
the druggist is concerned, inert and im- 
pure chemicals will creep into his stock. 
Not having facilities to analyze his drugs, 
the druggist must lean wholly upon the 
integrity of the importers ang manufac- 
turers of drugs, and, I believe, until the 
Federal Government gives the importers 
and manufacturers one standard to follow 
for each drug, the traffic in many in- 
ferior grades will go on. 

I quote from a statement by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Chemistry at Washington: 

Dr. Wiley gives an interesting sum- 
mary of the work of the bureau for the 
past year, and among other things 
reports that 705 out of 1,220 samples of 
imported drugs, which were analyzed, 
represented violations of the law.

George P. Day of New York Is Elected 
Treasurer of University to Suc- 
ceed Lee McClung.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 13.—A gift 
to Yale of $100,000 from J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan was announced to-day at the meet- 
ing of the unfversity corporation. It Is 
designed to establish in memory of the 
late William M, Laffan, proprietor of 
The New York Sur, a professorship in 
assyriology and Babylonian literature. 
The fund is invested in securities which 
yield 7 per cent., and Mr. Morgan has 
Suggested that after the salary of the 
professor filling the chair which has 
been created is deducted from the annual 
income the remainder be used to buy 
archaeological materiat. The gift will 
strengthen the semitic department of 
Yale. There never has been. provision 
by the university for instruction in the 
field covered by Mr. Morgan's gift. 


A gift of $5,000 more for the Yale 
swimming pool from Andrew Carnegie 
aiso was announced. A new professor- 
ship in American history, to be known as 
the Randolph Townsend professor- 
Ship, is to be established from the estate 
of the late Jane A. Townsend of New 
York City. Mrs. Townsend was the 
widow of Ralph M. Townsend, and died 
abroad recently. She has given $50,000 
for the purpose named. 

The Driggs Memorial Fund for the 
university library has been established, 
and $1,300 has been given by friends of 
the late Henry P. Driggs of Waterbury, 
Conn., @ member of the Class of '95. 
The income will be used for the purchase 
of works connected with Yale history. 

A special vote was passed, thanking 
Mrs. Russell Sage for her gift of $650, - 
000 to the university for the purchase of 
the Hillhouse hege ts A Her offer was 
accepted and the following resolutions 
were passed: 


Resolved, That as a permanent evidence 
of appreciation, the entire property trans- 
ferred to the university by the eieoune 
Trustees, except the portion between Hil- 
house Avenue and the crown of the hill, 
which by contract of sale is set apart for 


public park purposes, be named the Pierson 
Sage Square. 


Resolved, That the three acres set apart 
as a public park under university control 
be named the Hillhouse Park in permanent 
recognition of the connection of the prop- 


erty with the distinguished family of that 
name. * 


Resolved, Tnat the University Committee 
on memorials be asked to consider and re- 
port on some form of memorial to be erected 
on the property calling attention to its his- 
tory and its gift to the untversity.

‘After a short time spent in deliberation

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Lower Call Money Rates. 

Each day this week has brought some 
improvement in the call money market on 
the Stock Exchange, and the further 
movement in this direction yesterday was 
regarded as restoring the money market 
to what might be called normal condl- 
tion. The highest rate charged on any 
of the day’s call loans was 4% per cent., 
and some loans were made as low as 3 
per cent. Most of the loan# were made 
at 4 per oent. This compares with a 
maximum of 14 per cent. last week, the 
first week of the new year, and with the 
6 per cent. rate which prevailed at the 
opening of this week. The call money 
market has now fulfilled the expectations 
formed last week upon the publication of 
the bank statement, which was so favor- 
able that it was regarded as promising de- 
cided improvement in the call money mar- 
ket during this week. The Sub-Treasury 
had a debit balance at the Clearing House 
yesterday of $2,567,077, which was ac- 
counted for in part by pension payments 
and in part by payments for foreign ex- 
change purchased by the Post Office De- 
partment and other accounts.

National Corporation Bill Favored. 
The text of President Taft’s bill pro- 


‘viding for Federal incorporation was read 


with great interest in Wall Street yes- 
terday. Authorizing, as it does, the crea- 
tion of a class of corporations which will 
be subject only to the National authori- 
ties, it is looked upon in the Street as a 
simple solution of the problem which has 
been an unsettling factor in corporate 
affairs since the first big suits were be- 
gun under the Sherman law. If the bill 
passes, it will be the answer to the whole 
question of how far a holding company 
may go, it was generally conceded yes- 
terday, and will eliminate the uncertainty 
which has been a bugbear in the Street 
since early in the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion.

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YEAR OF PROSPERITY 
FOR BANKS OF STATE 


Supt. Cheney’s Report to Legis- 
lature Tells of Remarkable 
Growth. 








MORE REGARD FOR THE LAW 





Closer Control Over Savings Accounts 
of Trust Companies and Over Loan 
Associations Is Urged. 





ALBANY, Jan. 13.—That the condition 
of the financial institutions of the State 
at the close of the fiscal year ended Sept. 
~— 60, was such as to inspire confidence and 
satisfaction and the year one of remark- 
able growth and prosperity is pointed out 
by Orion H. Cheney, State Superintendent 
of Banks, in his annual report to the 
Legislature to-day. Cause for congratula- 
_ tion is found in the evidence everywhere 
apparent of a growing conservatism of 
the State’s banking institutions. 

“ This conservatism,” the Superinten- 
dent says, ‘“‘ proceeds not only from a 
clearer comprehension of the principles of 
B0und banking, drawn from the experi- 
ences of the last two years, but also 
from a stricter observance of the spirit of 
our banking law and an awakening sense 
of the importance of the trust assumed 
by the Directors of financial institutions.”’ 

In the opinion of Supt, Cheney the bank- 
ing law requires only slight revision or 
amencment in substantive matters t6 pro- 
vide for the segregation of savings de- 
posits from commercial deposits in banks 
and trust companies; authorization of 
Siate banks to issue time certificates of 
deposit; and the revision of the laws rela- 
tive to savings and loan associations. 
Amplification of details of the law relat- 
ing to the liquidation of institutions by the 
department for its clarification in certain 
particulars is also recommended. 

Despite the provision of law which pro- 
hibits al] banking institutions, except sav- 
ings banks, from using the word “ sav- 
ings’’ in its business, or to solicit or re- 
ceive deposits as a savings bank, Supt. 
Cheney says there has been a growing 
tendency upon -the part of commercial 
banks and trust companies to create ‘‘in- 
terest departments ” and ‘‘ savings depart- 
ments,’’ and to advertise that they will 
receive in those departments deposits of 
from one dollar up, issuing therefor pass- 
books similar to those used by savings 
banks, and in many cases assuring the dé 
positors in such departments that thei: 
funds are receiving the same care as they 
would receive if deposited in savings 


banks, 

“The State of New York, having 
deemed it necessary and proper to pro- 
vide ample protection for the savings of 
its frugal poor when deposited in savings 
banks,’’ says the report, ‘it is certainly 
neither consistent nor right to permit 
other institutions chartered by the State 
to. solicit and receive similar deposits 
without requiring that such deposits sha}] 
be given like protection.’ 

The Superintendent recommends that 
banks and trust companies establishing 
or maintaining interest or savings depart- 
ments for the benefit of the provident 
and frugal poor be required to invest the 
deposits in such departments in accord- 
ance with the laws governing the in- 
vestment of savings bank funds. 

Inasmuch as the law gives trust com- 
panies the right to issue time certifi- 
cates of deposit and does not require them 
to carry a reserve against the sums rep- 
resented by certificates not payable with- 
in thirty days, Supt. Cheney recommends 
that, to avoid discrimination, State banks 
be permitted to issue time certificates of 
deposit, provided no such certificate shall 
be issued except as representing money 
actually on deposit. 

The Superintendent calls attention to 
the fact that the building and loan and 
co-operative savings and loan associations 
in this State were organized under no less 
than five different laws and suggests a 
general revision and codification of these 
statutes. 

The resources of the savings banks in 
the State increased upward of $71,000,000 
from July, 1908, to July, 1909; those of the 
trust companies $318,000,000 from August, 
1908. to September, 1909, and those of 
the State banks of deposit and discount 
nearly $44,000,000 in the latter period. 
The increase in resources of all the insti- 
tutions under the supervision of the 
Banking Department shown during the 
fiscal year was $435,000,000. 

Though the State banks are stronger as 
a whole than the National in the matter 
of surplus, the latter are greater both in 
number and in banking power.

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COLUMBIA TENANTS COMPLAIN 


Accuse’ University Trustees of Fraud 
and Collusion in Raising Their Rents. 


The suit of thirty-one tenants against 
the Trustees of Columbia University to 
set aside awards made by arbitrators last 
January, fixing the’ ground rents to be 
paid for premises held under leases in 
East Forty-ninth, Fiftieth, and Fifty- 
first Strets and Park and Madison Ave- 
nues, came to trial yesterday before Su- 
preme Court Justice O’Gorman. The 
plaintiffs allege that the awards were 
made as a result of fraud and collusion 
between the Trustees and one of ghe arbi- 
trators. ) 
J. Turner Atterbury had a lease of the 
premises at 13 West Forty-ninth Street. 
The original rent was $1,100, and the 
Trustees offered to renew the lease at @ 
rental of $2,730 a year. Being unable to 
agree, Atterbury named Michael Cole- 
man and the Trustees nominated Henry 
B. Anderson to act as arbitrators. PThey 
differed on a fair value for the ground 
rent, and the Trustees proposed Thomas 
Collins a third arbitrator, with the con- 
cont of Coleman and Anderson. 
Atterbury alleges. that he was per- 
suaded to the appointment by the Trust- 
ees, and he declares Collins was ‘‘ unfair 
and partial.’’ Atterbury served on Treas- 
urer John MeL. Nash of Columbia a writ 
stating that he and his thirty brother 
tenants withdrew from the _ arbitration 
and that their consent to the appoint- 
ment of Collins was obtained through 
misrepresentation and concealment by the 
Treasurer; that through his agent he had 
consulted with Collins and learned that 
should his appointment be assured awards 
favorable to the university would follow. 
The tenants agreed to proceed with an- 
other arbitration, but five days later An- 
derson and Collins served on Atterbury 
a copy of the award agreed upon by them 
in his case, placing the land value at 
$86,500 and the ground rent at $3,460. 
Atterbury now alleges that Collins dis- 
cussed the subjects to be determined on 
with Taylor, the college expert, prior to 
his selection as third arbitrator, and that 
the agent of the college, after learning 
his views, offered Collins $500 in each of 
the thirty-one cases to act favorably as 
arbitrator. He says that the award agreed 
upon by Collins and Anderson was never 
submitted to his arbitrator, Coleman, and 
that in the absence of Coleman they 
talked and consulted with representatives 
of the university concerning the award. 
The case will be continued to-day. 


SICILIAN AVENGER ON TRIAL. 


Spirit of the Vendetta May Figure in 
the Defense of Santanlello. 


Just what weight the spirit of the 
Sicllian vendetta will have with twelve 
American citizens will be shown in the 
trial of Amato Santaniello, which began 
before Supreme Court Justice Goff yes- 
terday. The 17-year-old boy is charged 


with the murder of Raffaello Cascone on 
the night of Aug. 10, 1809, 

Suspected of murdering three men long 
ago, and convicted of killing Chamarino 
Santaniello and his cousin, Cascone was 
sentenced to the electric chair in 1903, 
but after nearly three years of judicial de- 
lay, he was granted a new trial and ac- 
quitted before Judge Charles S. Whit- 
man in November, 1907. It was the last 
case tried before the present District At- 
torney when he was on the bench in Gen- 
eral Sessions. 

One nizht, as Cascone was standing in 
the lighted ‘doorway of his saloon at 108 
Mulberry Street, two shots were fired at 
him from the dark street, and Amato, 
the youngest of the Santaniello clan, was 
found running from the place, with a re- 
volver in his hand. They dragged him 
back to the Mulberry Street saloon in 
time for Cascone to struggle to his feet 
and slash the boy twice across the face. 
Cascone died a few minutes later. 

And now Santaniello is on trial for 
the murder of Cascone, with Assistant 
District Attorney Moss for the prosecu- 
tion and Charles Le Barbier acting as 
counsel for the defense. Though 101 
talesmen were examined yesterday be- 
fore they had a jury, Mr. Le Barbier did 
not ask a single question, but exhausted 
twenty-nine of his thirty peremptory chal- 
lenges. This threw upon Mr. Moss the 
burden of being premared for almost 
any line of defense, and his questions 
had to be correspondingly exhaustive. 
Justice Goff grew impatient at what 
seemed to be an enlargement of scruples 
against circumstantial evidence and capi- 
tal punishment, as talesman after tales- 
man was excused. It was not until near- 
ly 5 o’clock yesterday that the twelfth 
man was sworn into the jury box

THE COMMODITIES MARKETS. 





Wheat Dull—Corn and Oats Strong— 
Cotton Breaks to New Low Levels. 


Wheat was dull and rather featureless. It 
opened firm on better cables and predictions 
of small Argentine exports, 2U0,000 bushels, 
against 1,504,000 bushels last year. There 
was considerable buying on reports of firm 
cash markets in the Northwest and fear that 
the general rains and milder weather through 
the Central West might be followed by a drop 
in temperature and some damage to the crop. 
Near the close, however, the market declined. 
Exporters were out of the market and cash 
demand was reported very slow. Receipts were 
on quite a liberal scale at all points and have 
gained in four days 1,200,000 over last year. 

Cash wheat was quiet, with No. 2 red quoted 
$1.33, elevator, domestic rate; $1.32, free on 
board; No. 1 Northern, $1.26%4; No. 2 hard 
Winter, $1.27%; No. 1 Northern Manitoba, 
$1.20%. 

Corn was excited and very strong. New high 
levels were made, and at Chicago May corn 
crossed 70c and closed above that line. There 
was a big market all day, with buying in- 
fluenced by the moderate receipts, bad weather, 
and reports of small offerings of corn by the 
country. Western receipts in four days, how- 
ever, are about the same as last week, and 
shipments about the same Compared with 
last year, however, the receipts are 600,000 
Lushels more, and the shipments from the in- 
terior 700, 000 bushels less. The weather has 
continued very unfavorable, and yesterday the 
map showed heavy precipitation in the Central 
West. Prices are now 8 to 9c higher than a 
year ago, while the price of other feeding 
grain is generally lower than a year ago. The 
high price of live hogs, however, still gives a 
good feeding value to corn, notwithstanding 
the recent advance in prices. 

Cash corn was strong, with No. 2 edevator 
quoted 75l4c, domestic; T4c, export; No. 3, 
73c; No. 4, 72%4c; steamer, T738c., 

Oats were strong and also active, making new 
high records and closing at a good gain. Trade 
was active all the session at the West. The 
market was partly influenced by the strength 
in corn, but the receipts have been decreasing, 
notwithstanding the advancing prices and the 
shipments from the interior have been increas- 
ing, showing steady demand for distribution. 
Cash oats were very firm, with natural whites 
quoted 52%, to 54%c, on track; white clipped, 
53 to 56c, and mixed oats 50c, nominal, 

Provisions were firm, easing off some at 
the close with grain. Live hogs were strong 
and higher, with the receipts small and the 
packing returns for the week showed a de- 
crease of 230,000 hogs compared with last year.

COTTON. 


Cotton broke to new low levels early, recov- 
ered 30 points, and was very steady the middle 
of the day, developing decided selling pressure 
in the afternoon, with final prices at the 
low point, and at a net decline of 10 to 30 
points, with the tone quoted very weak at 
the decline. The closing prices were at a 
net loss of nearly 154c a pound from the 
high of two weeks ago, and the weakness of 
the closing caused a very unsettled feeling 
after the close. 

The market, was weak at the start on a 
further line of heavy selling, tnduced by the 
persistent margin calls. Selling by commission 
houses was general and several rather im- 
portant blocks of cotton were put on the mar- 


ket, one of about 40,000 bales. The break to 
new low levels early did not bring the selling 
at the decline, which was feared, and there 
was a strong rally toward mMNMday. This 
improvement was brought about largely by 
covering and by some buying by = spot 
interests, and reports that the West had come 
into the market again freely on the bull side. 
On the midday advance there_was quite a 
line of cotton taken off the market, one broker 
taking about 30,000 bales, and a good many 
small lots were also taken. 

The selling, however, after 1 o’clock, became 
pronounced and the persistence of the late sell- 
ing led to apprehension that some of the other 
lines of cotton which it is claimed had not 
been reached by the previous decline were 
being sold out or reduced in order to lighten 
the load. The position of spot cotton was 
reported very steady. There were a great 
many reports from different points of the 
South claiming that there has been practi- 
cally no decline, and that it !s difficult to 
buy cotton in any quantity. Nevertheless, 
it is rather difficult to sell cotton, and the 
buyers, influenced by the great break in fu- 
tures, have apparently withdrawn from the 
market for the time being, or else reduced 
bids in keeping with the break !n futures. 

The fate break in the market started ru- 
mors that a drive was being made for the 
purpose of dislodging a line of cotton which 
had been carried through previous breaks, ac-, 
cording to al] reports, without being touched.

“Ashburton Locked Up on a 
Charge of Attempting to Sell 
Worthless Stocks. 








HIS WIFE ARRESTED ALSO 





Securities They Had at First Supposed 
to Belong to an Associate of 
F. A. Helnze.

Charles F. Richards, ‘known to the po- 
lice also as Charles Bertram, William 
Griffis, and “* Lord Ashburton,” and called 
by them an international swindler, who 
has served terms in jail in this country 
and England, was arrested again yester- 
day by Central Office detectives. He was 
arrested on suspicion that he knew some- 
thing about the stocks belonging to Carlo 
Warfield, an associate of F. Augustus 
Heinze, which were sold in Boston some 
time ago in violation of the agreement on 
which Warfield had made a loan on the 
stock. 

Richards proved to know nothing at all 
about the Heinze stock, but McConville’s 
investigations disclosed enough for the 
detective to lock his man up on a charge 
of attempted grand larceny. 

The stock in question tmcluded United 
States Stecl, common and preferred; In- 
terborough-Metropolitan, Bay State Gas, 
Nevada Consolidated Mining, United 
Cepper, Ohio Copper, Bethlehem Steel, 
and other securities. Following the Wind- 
sor Trust Loan scandal in which Heinze 
discovered that he had not been dealing 
with the bank, when he found the stock 
he had put up as collateral offered for 
sale in open market, Warfield negotiated 
his loan in Boston. As in the Windsor 
Trust case some of this stock was of- 
fered for sale, but Heinze managed. to 
get out an injunction preventing further 
sales before more than a small block of 
stock had been disposed of. 

It was information that Richards had 
more of this stock .that started the de- 
tectives looking for him. They located him 
easily at 333 West Twenty-third Street, 
but they were too well known to the 
old man, who is now 70 years old, for 
them to hope to learn anything from him 
themselves. They. therefore, got Lulu 
Estell of 257 West 111th Street to carry 


on negotiations for them, The young wo- 
man made Richaras’s acquaintance in the 
guise of a woman with money to invest. 

Yesterday, at 1:30 o'clock, Miss Estell 
met Richards in the private dining room 
of a hotel at 116th Street and Lenox Ave- 
nues. She offered to buy gold mining 
Etoe k er steel stock from Richards, but 
ceci:ned to accept some petroleum stock 
he offered her. 

“JT have no other atock with me,’’ the 
Wiasitton sav Richards told the womai, 
“bor if you'll wait here I’ll go to my 
bank. which is only two blocks away, and 
get some cther stock which I would I'ke 
to show jyou.”’ 

Expecting that Richards might produce 
féome of the Heinze stock, Miss Estell 
agreed to wait, and Richards hurried 
away *o 114th Street and Lenox Avenue, 
according to the detectives, where he met 
his wife and received from her some Other 
stock This he carried back to the hbotei 
and offeres to Miss ‘Estell for $7,500, al- 
though he declared it was worth $54,00), 

“TI must have spot cash, however,’ 
Richards said, according to the detect- 


? ives. 


Miss Estell finally agreed to make an- 
other appointment with him, and Rich- 
ards left, joining his wife a block away. 
MecCeciville and Nelson, the detectives, 
tnen arrested both. 

At Headquarters Richards surrendered 
what stock he had, and his wife, who had 
Fone more, turned that over also. The 
stock consisted of two $500 first mortgage 
» per ecnt. gold bonds of the North Jersey 
Gas Company,-three $1,000 6 per cent. 
bonds of the New Iron and Steel 
Company, four 500-share certificates of 
the Oklahoma Petroleum Company, one 
lin.-share certificate of the Nevada-Bos- 
ton Mining and Smelting Company, and 
cne 2C0-share certificate of Goldfield-B )s- 
tou Consolidated Mining Company, 
jing a total face value of about $54, OOD. 

McConville telephoned to several bro- 
kerage houses and says he learned that 
all the stock was practically worthless. 
Tt was determined then to hold Richards 
Sor attempted grand larceny and to allow 
his wife to zo. She said she. met her: 
husband five years ago in Boston. and | 
was married to him then. She did not 
know that he was the notorious ‘‘ Lord 
Ashburton,” although she said she once 
heard him addressed as ‘“ Lord,”’ and aft- 
erward he told her he was a nobleman. 

Maurice Rosenthal, counsel for Heinze, 
was summoned to Headquarters to exam- 
ine the stock taken from Richards, 
he said that none of it had ever belonged 
io his client. 

Richards, according to the police, has a 
long record. They sav that on July 80, 
1881, he was sentenced to eight years in 
San Quentin Prison, California, for grand 
larceny, but was pardoned the following 
year by the Governor. On July 30, 1894, 
under the name of Charles Francis Rich- | 
eardson, he was sentenced in London, Eng- } 
land. to three and a half years’ penal | 
servitude for grand larceny. 
later, on June 29, 1897, he was sentenced 
to ten years for a similar offense. In 
1908 he received a suspended sentence in 
General Sessions here. 


DIDN’T KNOW F HIM BEARDLESS 


Immigrant Wife Disowned Her Own 
Husband Without His Whiskers. 


Loss of a long flowing veard made such 
a difference in the appearance of Abra- 
ham Melzow, a Brownsville tailor, that 
his own wife denounced him as an im- 
postor yesterday when he called for her 
on Ellis Island, and it took the combined 


weight of testimony of her sister and the 
receipts for money and tickets sent her 
to convince the woman that the beardless 
one was really the husband who left her 
in Russia four years ago and came here 
to make his fortune. 

Melzow’s wife arriv ed here on the 
Kroonland on Jan. 5. Te the immigartion 
officials she told her story and was sent 
to the temporary detention room to await 
the arrival of her husband. She descr ibed 
the personal appearance of ‘‘my man’ 
end dwelt with great pride on his beard. 
She was talking ‘of him when the man at 
the ss sang out: 

sonia Melzow.”’
